The Humane Slaughter Agitation. 

Tre Bill which Sir A. SHiriFY BENN introduced in the House of 
Commons, on Friday last, and with which he could nof under the rules 
of the House proceed by reason of its being opposed, would virtually 
bave meant the prohibition of Shechita in this country. ‘The letter 
which the Cuter Raper sent to the Times of Monday last, and which 
we reprint in another column, shows this with clarity and emphasis. 
On ‘Tuesday, however, Sir SHIRLEY'S Bill was read a second time with 
general consent, after he had agreed to insert in it provisions safe. 
guarding the right of Jews to kill animals for food in accordance with 
Jewish Law. But it must not be supposed that the agitation of 
which Sir SxHiriey Benn’s Bill is the result, has ended. On 
the contrary, the little success that it has attained will 
Surely whet ite appetite. We must recognise not only that 
the agitation is based upon ignorance and that it trades upon 
emotional exaggeration, but that it is unhappily a most unscrupu- 
lous one. Witness the statement by the Morning Post that 
an animal despatched by Shechita lives some ten or twelve 
minutes after its throat has been cut. Witness the DucnEss oF 
HAMILTON’s faithful parody of the article by our contributor 
“ MENTOR,” on the“ Humbug of Humane Slaughter,” and her temerity 
in telling our contemporary’s readers that he had said that since 
there must in any case be some inhumaneness towards an animal 
in putting it to death, he had “contended that so long as you kill 
animals for food at all it does not matter how you kill them"! Witness, 
too, the manner in which the agitators against Shechita confound 
the casting of the animal with the process by which it is 
despatched, and the manner in which they confuse their hearers 
a8 between the time which elapses between the unconscious- 
hess of an animal and death in the case of stunning as compared 
With the Jewish method. The community must, therefore, be 
prepared for a continuance of this raging, tearing propaganda 
and it should be armed with the truth of the whole matter as 
ils Surest-bueckler. For this reason, we have long urged that 
Jews Should ask for a Royal Commission upon animal slaughter 
‘ncluding an enquiry into the Jewish method. They have nothing 
to fear from the result of a fair and judicially conducted 
‘Avestigation, such as can be gathered from opinions like that given

of which to be afraid in regard to their method of slaughter. 
° casting process which, although performed by non-Jews, is 


an inberent part of the Jewish method (though not of Jewish 
rittal) dught at the samo time to be enquired into. We fear that 
it is open to considerable objection on acconnt of the manner in 
which it is carried out. But it is only right to say that the 
Jewish Community has devoted itself for years to finding some 
mechanical means which would obviate all violence, and that the 
difficulty has been to induce the men who do the casting to adopt such 
& contrivance, It is also but fair to say that it is a matter of doubt 
whether the casting process involves more cruelty than does that 
whereby the animal is bound for the purpose of being pole-axed, or 
for receiving the bolt from the “humane” killer. Certainly, common 
observation teaches that there is not nearly s0 much cruelty in 
casting as there is in other processes more remote from perhaps but 
equally incidental to the killing of animals for human food, as, for 
instance, their transhipment from foreign countries, or their trans- 
ference by rail from place to place, or, again, their being driven to 
market, Still, two, or several, blacks do not make a white; 
and it is the duty of us Jews to make ourselvesas sure 
in respect to the absence of all inhumaneness in connection 
with casting as we are in regard to the ritual method of 
killing. If, as we have said so frequently, a Royal Commission 
decided that Shechita was cruel and inhumane, and that some other 
method of despatching animals involved less pain, consistent with 
Safety to the killer and the fitness for human food of the 
meat, then we Jews would feel compelled either to revise 
our methods or to abstain from the consumption of flesh. 
For it cannot be too insistently said that we abide by the 
Jewish ritual method, because we believe that it is the most 
humane and productive of the most healthy animal food. We regret 
to notice the paucity of interest that appears to have been shown by 
Members of Parliament, who are Jews, in the menace which Sir A. 
SHIRLEY BaNN's Bill constituted. Our Politica! Correspondent assures 
us that of all the Jewish Members of Parliament the only ones who 
would move in the matter at all were Sir Atrreep Monp and Mr, 
Snixnweiy. The “exceptions” that helped to prevent the prohibition 
of Shechita, are almost as notable as the ‘rules’ who ignored the 
subject as being no concern of theira. 


The Jewish Agency. 

A FORTNIGHT ago we referred to the proceedings at the 
Deputies, at which two gentlemen were appointed as delegates 
to co-operate with the Zionist Organisation in reference to 
the Jewish Agency in Palestine under the Mandate. A similar 
proposal was made to the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and was adopted mem. con. on Sunday last. The Zionist 
Organisation appears to suppose that it is in sb0me way 
bound to invite these organisations to participate in the 
setting up of the Agency. With all deference we cannot agree 
that Article 4 asks anything of the sort. It says distinctly 
that the Zionist Organisation, subject to the Mandatory deeming 
it appropriate, shall be “such Agency’; and the clause goes on to 
say that the Organisation shall take steps to’ secure the co-operation 
of all Jews who are willing to assist in the establishment of 
a Jewish National Home.” But that does not mean that the Zionist 
Organisation is to derogate its position as Agency, nor that it 
shall co-opt on the Agency those who, much as they may be in 
favour of a Jewish Home in Palestine, are bitterly opposed to 
a Jewish National Home. 


The Children’s Country Holiday.

of affording the little Kiddies of the Slums a fortnight’'s 

respite was less than the sum collected during the previous 

year. I donot know why. The needs of the children were 
quite as great and quite as urgent last year as at any time 
previously. I cannot believe that the kindly hearts of one period 
had become petrified by the time the next period was reached, or 
that ears that were once alert to the call of the Kiddies became 
deafened, so that the cal! of the little ones remained unheard. 
Further, from all accounts that have reached me, every holiday 
centre was crowded, if not over-crowded, last year and not 
unobviously by those belonging to our people. I cannot believe 
that folks—Jewish folk—universally took their holidays in 
the plenitude of luxury, without giving. a thought to the 
poor little Kiddies to whom an outing in the most modest 
circumstances and in the barest surroundings, so far as ease and 
comfort go, is always a joy God-sent, looked forward to so wistfully 
and recollected with so much gratitude aud with such constant 
pleasure. I have come to the conclusion that even the best of race 
horses must sometimes lag behind as “ rank outsiders,” to use a 
sporting phrase; and although I hope [ may never be so deemed in 
any sense, I can only think that the paucity of last vear's collection 
was due to my faulty advocacy of the great call of the little ones 
for their summer holiday. Looking back, it may well be that my 
failure could be accounted for by personal circumstances. For we 
are all of us but human and our work, or rather the quality of it, 
is determined by the conditions amid which we for the time being 
find ourselves. It is however not a comforting thought to me to 
recall that, because of me, so many little ones were deprived of 
perbaps the one gladness that comes to them through all their long 
and weary year. Or that perchance some tiny little tot is now in 
suffering, with faded health and limping limbs, or is lying still 
and cold in its earth cradle, because there was not enough money 
to provide for it the health-giving balm of the country air, or the 
invigorating breath of the seaside. 


The Poison of the Slums. 


[f something of that sorrowful regret fille me, because there is 
just the chance, as the thought passes through my mind, that my 
pen may have faltered now and again when I appealed last vear for the 
little ones, what of those who either disregarded my appeal altogether 
or answered it with niggardliness, giving a mere trifle that could be 
afforded many many times over without being seriously missed ; 
what indeed of readers who did not respond to the great 
call of the Kiddies in the spirit of self-sacrifice, with souls 
yearning and anxious to help those infinitely less well placed 
than themselves? ‘The other day—I am telling this so that 
my readers shall not think that I am drawing upon what romantic 
imagination 1 possess in bringing before them the value of the 
country holiday to the little children—I was in one of our great 
hospitals, one of those palaces of healing set among the vast Jewish 
population of the city. I saw in a cot in one of the wards a poor 
little Jewish child, whose life was palpably ebbing away. The 
sight of this morsel of humanity, struggling against the Angel of 
Death that seemed hovering over her, its grip fast upon her, was 
piteous, But I think that even more so was the heart-breaking 
Sorrow and distress of the parents, who were standing by her, 
watching, praying for the least sign that their child's strength was 
returning, and that her life was to be respited. I asked the kindly 
physician who stood by how it was that this little child was thus 
brought down to within an ace of the grave. He turned to me 
and said; “I have hundreds of such cases during the year. This 


little one is dying for lack of air—for lack of fresh air. The poison 
of the slums is killing her.” 


Now, that is a true story. I retail it to you as I experi- 
enced it and IL ask you, amy of you who are reading this and 
who know that you could have sent something to the Jewish 
Branch of the Children's Country Holiday Fund, and didn’t; you 
Who Said that my appeal was weak, and that I put the case of the 
Kiddies anwmically, or who either read not what I wrote or 
heeded not what I wrote—tell me, think of this incident 
and ask yourselves what joy have you, what pleasure, what 
Satisfaction in the thought of the money you withheld? I know 
Something of Jews and Jewesses. They have many faults; it falls 
to my lot sometimes to discuss our failings and our backslidings as 
& people. But callousness to human suffering, hardness to the 
Pain and the distress of little children—thank God, the Jewish 
heart has not degenerated to that. I make bold tosay that there are 
Me few among all my readers, who will not feel a pang of d->p regret 
Por wiag:>,. upon the agony of that little child fighting death in a 
os si hospital, recollecting that, as the physician put it, she was 
al mee of hundreds and if what they sent for the Kiddies last year 
7 ce than they could easily spare, or if they tossed aside my

extravagance and luxury to satisfy their own cravings, paying not 
a thought to the little ones who were being poisoned for lack of air, 
for lack of fresh air, in the mean streets of our great cities. 


The Willing Sacrifice. 


And the Kiddies are calling now, calling to usall. It is a great 
call for their country holiday. Those who know anything of how the 
poor have to live, of how little tender children have to exist, who 
are born in grinding poverty, will understand me when I say that 
it is the urgent need of the little Kiddies, which appeals. And it 
appeals for instant and worthy response. I am not going toask a single 
one of those who read these lines to give. It is not my business. 
If the mere facts of the case and the setting forth, even in the 
way I am alone able, the claim of these little ones suffices not for a 
bumping collection, then it stands to reason that, whatever more I 
could say, [I could add nothing likely to induce my renders to do 
their sheer duty by these little ones. I cannot regard the great call 
of the Kiddies as a thing for begging, or for what we Jews call 
schnorring. It is a matter so redolent in itself of all that should 
arouse pity and love, the good fellowship and the human spirif, 
that it should be a privilege to anyone to be able to do what he 
can, and all he can, to fulfil what should be the natural instinct 
within him. Itis no case for begging. It is a case for the free. 
will offering, or rather the willing sacrifice, of all men and 
women who possess love for their fellow-kind, of all men and 
women who love little children and desire nothing better than to 
make them happy, and to whom no music is more glorious than 
their laughter; no picture more inspiring than their smiling faces. 
The Kiddies are calling now. I have done my part, I hope, in 
warning you of the call, lest there are any who read these lines 
whom its insistent tones have not reached. They will surely 
be glad and thankful to be reminded of the pressing need of 
thousands and thousands of little Jewish children and thankful, 
too, to have the opportunity for sending me their offering—and 
to be a fitting offering it must be a sacrifice—in order to provide the 
means of health and recuperation, and in too many cases life itself, 
to the little suffering poor. 


Watch it Grow! 


There are some whom the great call has already reached 
and they bave sent me, without waiting to have the needs of tha 
Kiddies placed before them, their contributions to my collection. 
‘hese will be found below, and | propose during this present 
collection to publish every week a list of donations that 
reach me. Readers will then be able to see its progress. They 
can watch it grow and as it widens and grows and grows, 
and as the amount is added to every time this paper is published, 
it will require but little imagination on the part of any to realise 
how the anticipatory joy and the happiness of the children will 
grow and grow too. Watch it grow week by week. Lat us do our 
best. J will, you know, and you will I bope, so that no little child 
who needs a respite from the slums and alleys and byways, from 
the noisome streets whore the sun seldom pierces, will be doomed 
to the sweltering heat of the summer that is before us, without the 
chance of the fresh air of seaside or country—doomed to breathing 
the poison that was killing the little kiddie I saw in the ward of 
that Londen hospital with ue opportunity for the one thing that 


could have saved her—a little air; just afortnight's country holiday.

Dr. HERMAN OELSNER. 


The death in a nursing home, at the age of fifty-one, of Dr« 
Flierman Oelaner, M.A., Ph.D., deprives the Angio-Jewish community of 
a distinguished scholar and litterateur. The deceased was the son of the 
late Isidor Oelsner, well-known in London banking circles, and was 
educated at Dulwich and Caius College, Cambridge, Thence he pro- 
ceeded to the Berlin University, where he took a four years’ course in 
Romance Philology, and obtained a doctorate. He was appointed 
Tavlorian Lecturer in Old French and Romance Philology at Oxford in 1905, 
and four years later he became first holder of the Taylorian Professorship 
of Romance languages. He was an omnivorous reader, and although his 
speciality was Old French, he was better acquainted with the works of 
Dante and with “Don Quixote” than are many of those described as 
«cholars of Italian and Spanish history. He was the author of a number 
of works of a purely literary character, including “ The Influence of 
Dante on Modern Thought” (which won him the Le Bas prize at 
Cambridge), a translation of Gaspary's “ History of Italian Literature, 
and editions of Dante, Fitzgerald's Calderon, and Cervantes. 

Dr. Oelaner’s was a strange, almost eccentric, personality, retiring 
and self-centred to a degree—to such an extent, in fact, that in spite of 
his attainments he remained practically unknown among the majority of 
his coreligionists. In the early part of his life he was in possession of 
amp!c means (derived from his father), which enabled him to follow his 
own literary predilections without considering the question of the 
financial return for his labours, In later years, however his circumstances 
appear to have been far from easy, 80 that he was often obliged to accept 
‘iterary “hack work.” 

At the funeral at Willesden last Sunday, among those attending were 
Mr. W. D. Oelasner, Mr. Delissa Joseph, Mr. Robert Steele, representing 
the Savage Club, Sir Israel Gollancz, Mr. M. Bingen (to whom he was 
related through Mr. Bingen’s marriage with his late wife, whose maidens 
name was Elsner), Mr. Eric Bingen, and Mr. P. Fehr. 


Mrs. ARTHUR DAVIS. 


The death occurred on Saturday last of Mrs. Louisa Davis, widow 
of the late Arthur Davis, in whose memory the Arthur Davis lectures were 
‘netitnted, and mother of Mrs. Redcliffe Salaman. Another of. her 
daughters became the wife of Professor Schryver. The deceased lady was 
leeply interested in the Zionist Movement, and was for some time 
reasurer of the West London Zionist Association. She was in her seventy- 
fret year, and had been i!l for some weeks. 


Mrs. ADELAIDE GREEN. 

The death occurred last week of Mrs. Adelaide Green, widow of the 
ate Mr, Louls Green. The deceased had been for many years a teacher 
at the Bayswater Jewish Schools, a position which had been occupied 
also by her husband, Her loss will be deeply felt by her late pupils and 
co leagues, by whom she was greatly beloved. She always took a great 
'cal of pride in the work to which she had devoted her life, and her chief 
iotcrest lay in the training up of good Jews and Jewesses. 


Mr. SAMUEL ROYCE (Manchester). 


The death of Mr. Samuel Royce, of Manchester, bas deprived the 
coumaunity of that city of an earnest and valuable communal worker. 
For many years a member of the Committee of the Manchester Old 
Liebrew Congregation, he had also been one of the Council of Founders 
and a Vice-President of the New Synagogue, and for a period of cighteen 
years had held the position of Treasurer of the Polish Burial Society. 
His demise will be widely and deeply deplored. 


THe LATE JUDGE SULZBERGER,

among men of the world; a lover of mankind, and a tireless worker 
for his own race; verily, a Judgs in Israel.

His 
orthodoxy was combined with that to'erance that is characteristic of a!! 
true religion. His knowledge of the Torah pervaded the whole of bi« 
daily conduct, for he used it as the touchstone by which to test his every 
act. Nor was he lacking in qualities of the more worldly kind. Always 
cheerful and genial, he took an absorbing interest in the young, possess 
ing, as he did to the last, the power of throwing himselt into activities 
and movements with the enthusiasm which indicates youth rather than 
age. Whether it was the establishment of Hebrew Kindergartens, or 
whether it was the ambitious plan of forming a Jewish merchant fleet— 
he was an ardent Zionist he would sacrifice to it his time and his 
energy with unselfish devotion. It is a consoling thought that he 
remained active and enjoyed mental vigour almost to the last day of his

Sir,--1 feel sure that many of your readers will have perused with 
great interest Miss Hand’s article on “ Women and the Jewish Divorce 
Law.” in the current issue of your valuable journal. 

Taey will, therefore, no doubt be interested to learn that a year ago 
a Council was formed for the Amelioration of the Legal Position of the 
Jewess. The primary purposes for which this Council has been formed 
are: 
(1) To consult with Jewish communal workers in all lands respecting 
the legal difficulties of Jewesses. 

(2) To press only for such measures of relief as would bring practical 
help to women, who under existing laws would be liable to suffer serious 
hardship; leaving aside all such smaller grievances as might prejudice 
the main issue. 

(3) To consult with Jewish scholars as to the best methods and 
arguments to employ in order to obtain the desired results. 

(4) Tolay women’s considered demands ultimately before a conference 
of orthodox rabbis. 

We had hoped to make the work of the Council better known to the 
community at a mecting which the Chief Rabbi of France —whose whole- 
hearted support and sympathy we have—had promised to address 4 
fortnight ago. Unfortunately, this meeting had to be cancelled on 
account of his regretted illness. I am, therefore, seeking the hospitality 
of your columns to make known the objects of our Council, and our 
anxiety to seek the co-operation of all orthodox Jews and Jeweascs whose 
sympathies are with us. 

A pamphlet dealing fully with the subject of the present disabilities 
of the Jewess has been prepared, and I will gladly forward copies of the 
same on application.

Report of Progress. 


Dr. A. Goodman Levy has been re-elected Chairman of the Counctl 
forthe ensuing year. Mrs, L. J. Greenberg, Mr. J. Cofman-Nicoresti, 
and Mr. Harry R. Lewis have been co-opted members of the Connell. 

The surgical wards aud o»ow operaring theatre will be open for public 
inspection on Sunday next between the hours of three p.m. and six p.m. 

The Council record their appreciation of the work of thetr architects, 
Mesers. Joseph, and the business-like despatch with which the work was 
carried through by the baiders, Messrs. W. H. Gaze and Sons. 

A new Brauch of the Hospital has been formed in the South Essex 
district, uoder the presidency of Alderman Oscar Tobin, J.P. The 
following Committee has been appointed: Dr. M. Marcus, Chairman; 
Mr. A. Weinberg, Vice-Chairman; Mr. I. Oyz-r, Treasurer; and Miss P. 
Ciompus, Secretary, 51, Harold Road, Upton Park, E.13, to whom all com- 
munications respecting the branch should be addressed. 

The Council report that the General Nursing Council for Eagland and 
Wales has approved the [lospital as a complete training school for 
nurses. That means that nurses will be able to complete their whole 
course of training at the Hospital and receive the professional certificate, 
and is especially gratifying, as it not only will tend to ensure a supply of 
Jewish probationers for the purposes of the Hospital, bat will likewise 
be a source of supply of Jewish nurses to other institutions that may 
require them. A scholarship will be awarded to the best nurse of the 
year, providing free training tn midwifery at a recognised institution.

My Daman 

Of Rabbis and Ministers, of their strength and thoir weakness, we 
hear a good deal in these days, but of another class of communal 
functionaries, while we hear them we hear little of them. I refer toour 
Precentors, Cantors, Readers, or just plain S"s1m. Perhaps this is a good 
sign. lappy is the nation, it has been said, that has no history; happy 
the communal officials who enjoy no extraordinary publicity. In reality, 
the 77" onght to occupy the most important position In the Synagogue. 
It may even be argued that he ought to take precedence over what may 
be termed “the senior service.” The Minister's business is to teach, to 
strengthen convictions, to stir emotions. The Reader's is to act as a 
vehicle for transmitting these deeply religious emotions to the Divine 
Throne. If occasionally the relationship between the Minister and the 
Reader is not always of the friendliest, that shows either that the Minister 
is not blessed with as much of the milk of human kindness as one would 
exp ct, or that conditions have so changed that, when all is said, the 
Reader occupies a secondary position in the service of the Synagogue. 

The Reader has, however, a fine tradition in Jewish history. He is 
the «nce ossor of the Levites who sang sweetly in the sanctuary of old. 
Their effectiveness must have had no small import, for on the joyful 
Festivals plous Jews still pray for the restoration of the Levites and their 


m sical contribution tothe Temple services. The Levites, so farasonecan 
gather, furnished the music for the words which the Psalmists composed, 
But there came a time in Jewish history when both Levites and Psalmist$ 


ceased. Already in the year 5-6 B.c. the Jewish exiles hung their harps 
on the willow trees by the waters of Babylon and refused to sing the 
Lord's songs in a strange land. 

Bat the inclination to sing’ unto the Lord revived, and both during 
the Second Temple and later in the Diaspora, Jewish congregations 
cultivated music, and even the organ appears to have been known 
in laliwultimes. Vocal music of necessityimplies a vocalist, and the rie 
became one of the regalar officials of the Jewish communities wherever 
they were established. The Reader was regarded as a depaty or repre- 


sentative of the congregation before the Lord; indeed, be was called 
="3 —"y or for short yu. In the Middle Ages he was the teacher ofthe 
‘sum inity’s children, he was the scribe who lovingly wrote each letter of 
the Scrolls, and he was also the Reader of the Torah. More often 
thar not, he was not a paid official: is was his privilege to stand 
before the Lord and pour out with his volce the hopss and aspirations of 


those whom he represented. He did not necessarily limit himself to the 
ect prayers; on occasions he was so moved that he gave expression to 
praycis which he hiniself had composed. Many of our most beautiful 
‘iyulim we owe to nameless S°37%. Possessiag a voice, and probably an 
artistic temperament, the mediwval [1h was also a poet, and many among 
(Lem were no mean poets. But above all, the Cantor of old was proud of 
nis pood name and his reputation. Over and over agai the prescriptions 
io regard to the 7A laid down that he must be a man of high moral 
charactcr. Rabbi Moses Minz, of Mayence, who lived in the fifteenth 
centiry, Was once requested by the congregation of Bamberg to set forth 
the qualifications of a 77M, and his reply was that the Reader must be 


alle to read the prayers grammatically and with earnestness, must 
enucciite his words clearly, shou!d havo a tolerable voice, buat chief of 


al’, be should be a saintly man, wholly devoted to religion. 

if this standard were applied to-day, should we find many who reach 
it? Yet many Jews still profess to be gaided by Rabbi Joseph Caro’s 
‘ode, and Caro gives directions as to Readers. The Shulchan Aruch 
only expresses the tradition of the age in which it was written when it 
declares that the Precentor should be free from ain, should be a true 
servant of God, should be an habitual student of the Bible, and should live 
a decp y religious life. Itis evident that these prescriptions must have 
been carried out in actual life. Ihave always been particularly moved 
by the Precentor’s prayer on the New Year and the Day of Atonement, in 
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which he asks God Almighty to “inspire the lips of those who have been 
deputed by Thy people to stand in prayer before Thee.” Who, again, 
is not touched by the utterance which commences 735 
“T will beseech God: I will plead with him”? It should be remembered 
that many of the authors of these prayers and many of those who recited 
them were probably among the martyrs of Jewish history. 

How different is the position of the Reader to-day! In smaller cor. 
gregations he is the general factotum, being secretary, Shochet, schoo!. 
master, and preacher. Sometimes he excels in one of these vocations, 
sometimes in another. But the poor man cannot be expected to excel! In 
them all. Yet if he does not excel in them all, he is apt to ba written 
down as a failure. In smaller communities he is perhaps the 
only representative of Jewry among Gentiles. Always he is 
called Reverend, in the majority of cases he dresses like an 
Anglican clergyman, and sometimes he has a voice. His position and 
status are better in the larger communities, and particularly in London. 
There are one or two Metropolitan Precentors in my recollection who 
would have come up to the medimval) standard admirably. Not only 
could they sing to melt the heart, but they were also men of character 
and learning. On the High Days of the solemn season, they won)! 
render some of the more touching prayers in such a way as to move the 
worshippers to tears. In that mood, God's presence was very néar. | 
have known other Precentors who were of different calibre.. They 
possessed all the vanity of the Opera singer. All they lived for was 


applause, and much of it; and, like many so-called musical geninsc<, 


they were gross at table. But even men of this type were able sometimes 
so far to forget themselves as to pour forth prayers in the true ‘spirit. 
Yet a third type there were whom I can well recall—honest men, son 
even with learning, some with humility; but they possessed no voice. |! 
one had to choose between these and the second class, I am not sure 
that they would not be preferable. 

There is yet another type of 777 that of the charlatan, or of the man 
who is nearly a charlatan. It seems strange that men of this type shou! 
be found among Precentors and Cantors. A friend of mine who knows 
one of the northern cities well, gave me some interesting information 
abont the relationship between a certain Synagogue in hig town and their 
Precentor. This official is regarded by the Synagogue in question not 
from the religious, but from the business point of view. They evaluat: 
his possibilities according to his capacity to attract congregants. The 
result is that, be he never so skilfal a Reader and singer, if another one 
greater than he can bes discovered, he is sept packing--with a gratnity. 
It thus happens that this Synagogue changes its Phin almost every 5s!” 
montbs. Its present Cantor is a man with a magnificent voice, who 
argues that if Caruso made a fortune, why should not he do the same? 
He has therefore entered {nto an arrangement with his congregation that 
he is “to perform” on three Sabbaths in the month, while on the fourth 
he should be free to sing in some other Synagogue—fora fee! His voice 
is certainly magnificent, but he regards bis occupation much as an Opera 
singer docs his. One cannot help recalling the words of the Pook of 
Ezekiel: Lo! thou art untothem asa very lovely song, as onc that hatha 
pleasant voice, for they hear thy words but they do not dothem.' One 
might say, vor, et preterea nihil. At any rate, the voice attracts. But 
those who come to the synagogue to hear the 7?M do not come to pray, (> 
not come to pour ont their soul to their Maker, but merely attend 
as they might do a theatre or a concert. The synagogue becomes 
secularised. Yet this system is encouraged, and we are bound to say 
that some of our brethren in communities where this occurs deserve 
censure for the practice. My informant told me that the synagov 
where this happens lies in the heart of the Ghetto, and that the Cantor is 
given a salary out of all proportion to his needs, and the capacity of the 
members of the synagogue to pay. Thus, apart from the religious aspect 
of this evil, which is very great, there is also the econom'‘c aspect. One 
asks oneself in wonder, who is responsible fora policy which is un-Jewish 
and foolish. Surely all who are concerned in the matter must know that 
in early times the office of the Cantor was holy. The modern 77m should 
never forget that he is in the direct line of the Levites and the Psalmist: ; 
and that if he acts as though he were a modern-day exponent of the rites 
which flourished in the ancient Greek Temples, his conduct is un-Jewish. 
It might be worth while for the community to pay some little attention 
to the training and the status of Cantors. A sweet voice should not be 
the only recommendation of the Tn ; it should of necessity be combined 
with other qualities. The Jewish standard in this matter is crystal clear, 
and it is to be hoped that Anglo-Jewry will be content with nothing short 
of the highest.

Christians and Jews. 
-— 
From Canon H. L. Goudge, D.D. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


5irk,—The Jewish Chronicle for April 20th contains a courteo™: 
criticism of some words of mine. “Benammi” raises more questions 
than I can answer in a short letter, bat I should like to reply to the more 
important. May I first explain that my lectures had nothing to do with 
our controversy with the Jews, and that the words quoted were picked 
ouf, not because they were important, but because they struck the journalist 
as more likely than others to interest his readers. I was explaining tv 
Christians the standpoint of the writers of the New Testament, and it is 
as I described it. The clearest passage isthe one which my critic him- 
self cited—-Rom. xi., 13-24. Here St. Paul says that the Jews who have 
refused to believe in the Messiahship of Jesus have been broken off from 
the good olive-tree of the peoplo of God, and that believing Gentiles have 
been grafted in. In aecordance with this standpoint, both he and other 
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New Testament writers claim for Christians the position in God's purpose 
which, before the Messiah came, belonged to “ Israel after the flesh,” and 
even such tities as “the Jews,” and “the Circumcision,” Cf. Rom. fi., 
28, 29; Phil. tii., 3; 1 Pet. ii, 9; Rev. ii.,9. Of course such language is 
not acceptable to your people, nor are Christians themselves accustomed 
to employ it; but it was necessary for me to explainitto my Christian 
hearers. The Christian teaching is briefly this. From the first, God has 
had His chosen instruments, and His chosen people or “Church,” 
through whom He has intended His teaching and salvation to be 
extended to the world. Your ancestors for long centuries were 
God's chosen people, and my own were not. But God Who chooses 
as He wills, is tied to none; and whon the Jews rejected their Messiah, 
they lost—at any rate for a time—their great position in the 
purpose of God (as Jesus repeatedly warned them would be tho case), 
and their place was taken by the Catholic Church formed out of Jewish 
and Gentile believers. It is in accordance with this that the giorions 
truths first revealed to the Jews have in fact been extended to the world, 
not by the Jews, but through the missionary agency of the Christian 
Church. Is God then any more tied to us than he was to you? Oa the 
contrary, refusal to respond to His call will have exactly the same result 
in our case also; and great sections of the Christian Church have 
in fact perished utterly. Nor are you in any way permanently 
cast aside. St. Paul says that “the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance,” and the Jewish people, in their wonderful 
preservation all down the ages, bear upon them the stamp of a 
great destiny one day to be fulfilled. This Jewish and Christian doctrine 
of “ election” or selection for a particular purpose is primarily concerned 
with communities ratber than with individuals; and the wisest Christian, 
like the wisest Jewish teachers, bave fully recognised with St. Peter that 
“God is no respector of persons, but in every nation, he that feareth 
Him, and maketh righteousness, is accepted with Him.” Specially must 
His love and pity go forth to all out of every nation who, from the glorious 
Maccabean martyrs onwards, have faced suffering, loss, and death rather 
than deny what they boalieved to be His truth. The records of per- 
secution, whether of Christians by Jews, or of Jews by Christians, are sad 
and shameful reading for us all. Indeed, I am no anti-Semite. I have 
never seen a religious picture of my own faith which has moved me so 
much as Rembrandt's wonderful picture of “ The Jewish Rabbi” with the 
marks of almost unbearable suffering upon his face. When I see it I want 
to take him into my arms. I am altogether with Robert Browning in the 
last stanzas of Holy Croas Day. I love the Jews, and regard them as one 
of the greatest of peoples; and if I were a better Christian I shonu!d love 
them more. You tell me that all that is best in Christianity has its 
roots in pre-Christian Jadaism. I agree with nearly all that you say 
aboutthis. The Hellenist and Ociental elements which came in later 
have been mostly harmful and need to be expelled, though the doctrine 
of the Trinity is not one of them. Ali soaud Christian theologians are 
monotheists, and our God is the. Gol of the Hebrew prophets and 
psalmists, and no other.

TO THE EDITOR OF, THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin, ~As a constant reader of your instructive and estimable paper, 
I feel I must testify to the excellent and candid expression of opinion 
contained in “ Benammi'’s” letter in your issue of the 20th of April. It 
is by such straightforward unfoldings of Jowish thought that a Christian 
is enabled to see exactly the things which separate a true Jew from a 


true apostolic follower of the Founder of Christianity; they are not so 
diametrically opposed as one has been taught to believe, the religious 
services of the one, at inception, being in the main identical! with the 
other. 

My heart burned with enthusiasm, asl read and appreciated to the 
full, the true grip of the real Apostolic Christianity which your Incid 
writer had gleaned by looking into the New Testament to see exactly 
what was the doctrine and teaching of the writers of the various books that 
comprise that volum>. Alas! how far removed is the religion of so-called 
Christendom to-day from the purity of the doctrine with which it started. 

If the flood of pagan belief and doctrine brought into the Christian 
Church after the demise of the Apostolic band of followers of Jesus of 
Nazareth could be expunged therefrom, if the creeds formulated by the 
Roman Charch and indoctrinated into the Early British Church which 
was founded, we believe, by Joseph of Arimathea (a member of the 
Sanhedrin) at Glastonbury, and supported, doubtiess, by Paul himsolt 
(see “St. Paul in Britain,” published by Marshall Bros., Crane Court, 
Fieet Street), had all been removed at the time of the Reformation, 
then we should have in our land pure worship very similar to that which 
is beld im the synagogues now—no idolatry, no image worship, no 
confessional, no saint worship, and no Trinity. 

But regardless of the errors which have crept in, there has neverthe- 
leas been amongst Christians throughout the world those who uphold the 
light of trath, which has come down from the Church in the Wilderness 
through Old Testament times into the Christian Era. 

There are millions of Christians who confirm “ Benammi’s” state- 
ment that Jesus himself lived the life of a Jew; in fact, there is no 
authority for saying thateither he or his followers, or the writers of the 
New Testament, taught truths contrary to those contained in the Old 
Testament; that Book was their Bible, their guide; they realised that 
holy men of old wrote as they were guided by Holy Spirit, and it was 
with the deevest reverence that they treated the sacred writings. Jesus 
enlarged, enhanced, or brought out the inner meaning of his Father's 
words, as every true Jew endeavours to do; and I am convinced that no 
true Jewish mind finds fault with the life and teaching of him who went 
about doing good in those trying days—Jesus never claimed to be God or 
equal with God. 

If Christian minds were unbiased by the erroneous teaching of 
centuries, the Trinity idea would be as repugnant to them now as it is to 
the Jew to-day, and as unquestionably it would have been to the New 
Testament writers, and to their Master. 

The early Christian Church was a monotheistic, Sabbath-keeping 
assembly, which kept Passover on the appointed day, 14th Nisan, bat 
used the emblems of unleavened bread and unfermented wine by com- 
mand of their Master in remembrance of his death, which took place that 
Gay ; looking upon him as the anti-type prefigured in the Paschal Lamb of 
old time. Thus the Christian Assembly, in continuation of the Israclitish 
Church, carried the Paschal Celebration along with them. 

The early church likewise kept Pentecost. The Easter and Wilisan, 
&5 generally celebrated to-day, are of later origin. 

It may be of interest to know that, apartfrom the Abyssinian Church 
® Very large community), which keeps Sabbath, aud quite uncon nected 


with those who style themselves Unitarians, there are bands of Christians 
throughout Nagland and America, as well as in other parts, who, like 
Judah, keep holy the Sabbath day—the seventh day of the weck—the 
true Sabbath. 

The writer could instance a Sabbath service held on Saturday after- 
noons, at which he, with others, always aske God’s blessing on Judah 
and all those who keep Sabbath. The Lord’s Supper, as it was kept in 
the Upper Room, is also kept by us on the 14th Nican. 

We trace the King lineally back to Zedekiah’s daughter and back to 
David's Throne, which was to last for ever, and we take the greatest 
interest in the Palestine question. 

We look upon the replacing of the Jews in Palestine beneath our Flag 
&8 part of the reunion of Judah and Israel when they shall no more be 
divided into two Nations, as they have been since the days of Rehoboam, 


but be one mighty people, a blessiug to all mankind, when I’-phraim shall 
not vex Judah nor Judah vex Ephraim.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Your interesting and valuable journal is read in many homes, 
Jew sh and Christian, in all parts of the civilised world. Its standard is 
recognised as first class. On this account, I feel constrained to enter a 
mild protest in regard to the letter of “Benammi” in your last issue on 
“Christians and Jews.” I venture to assert that ‘ Benammi ” has failed 


in every sense of the word to hold bis own position as a Jew in his 
attempt to dislodge Canon Goudge. 


I also read the Press report of the Canon's lectures on Modernism. 
But I did not rub my eyes in wonder. I remembered that the early 
Church Fathers delight in asserting that the Christians are the true Israel. 
Eminent Jewish writers on Apologetics, such as Marmorstein and Berg. 
mann, have dealt with this theme. I find that the idea goes back to the 
Gospel parables (seo Matthew xxi and xxii), wherein the Jews are 
disinherited by Jesus. 

“ Benammi” writes : “ One may ask the Canon whether Jesus preached 
anything that was not Jowish.” When | roadthis in the Jewish Chronicle 
I rubbed my eyes again and again. Oue may ask “Benammi”: Why 
have the Jews protested against the teaching of Jesus and his followers, 
even at the price of their very lives, for the last nineteen hundred years? 
Was it not because his “new ” teaching wasinso many directions opposed 
to the Judaism they loved and defended? Did he notsay to his own flesh 
and blood: “upon you miy come all the righteous b'ood shed upon the 
earth ” (Matt. xxili, 35)’ TheJew knows the “ bloody whip” that calls to 
Christian fellowship, so eloquently described by the post Browning. 
Jesus also said, “not that waich gorth Into the mouth Cofileth a man” 
(Matt. xv,li); “whosoever therefore shall confess me beforo men, him 
will I confess also before my Iather which isin heaven. But whosoever 
shall deny me before men, him will I also deny before my Father, which 


is in heaven” (Matt. x. 32,33). Jesus preached unlixe other Jewish 
preachers whon ho cried: “Think not that I am com> to send peace on 
earth; I come not to send peace, but a sword” (ibid. 51); *' He that 


loveth father or mother more than me is not worthy of me” (hid 37). 
These are not exceptional specimens of the preaching and teaching 
of Jesus. “ Benammi” asserts that “even Pani himself rogarded himself 
asa Jew.” Did he not say, “I am an Israelite of the seed of Abraham.” 
To bse sure he did, but then Pau! “ was all things toall men.” To-daya 
Jew, to-morrow a Greek. To the Galatians, who were not Jews, Paul 


also srid: “Andif ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham's soed and heirs 


according to the promise” (Gil. iii. 29). “Benammi”™ states that Paul 
prescribed a minimum of Jewish practice for the Gentiles. I should 
require more space than I could legitimately claim if I were to attempt 
to discuss Paul’s contest about the Law (Torah). He succeeded in gain- 
ing the great object which lay nearost to his heart—the freedom of his 
Gentile Christians from the Torah. This position was also admitted by 
the heads of the primitive Christian community. The “ proselytes of 
the gate” living io Israel’s midst kept the “minimum of Jewish 
practice"; but such proselytes were not of the Covenant of Abraham. 

“Bonammi” claims that “the Last Supper was a Jewish ceremony.” 
This is absolately incorrect. ‘“ Remission of sius” has nothiog to with 
the Jewish Seder Service. Easter is not a Christian adaptation of the 
Jewish Passover. Whitsun isalso nota Christian adaptation of Pentecost. 
To the Jew Pentecost is the Festival of the Giving of the Torah, and not 
of the Gospel.

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The Sexes in the Synagogue. 


FRIDAY EVENING SERVICES. 


A special general meeting of the seatholders of the West London Syna- 
gogue of British Jows was held on Sunday, at 34, Upper Berkeley Street, 
for the purpose of confirming the two resolutions passed at the annual 
meeting in March. Mr. H. 8. Q. Henriques, K.C., Chairman of the 
Council, presided, and formally moved that the following resolutions be 
now confirmed: 

1. That services on Friday evening — commence ata fixed hour during 

, to be determined by the Council, 
— a. That for the period of oe year, at the ordinary Sabbath services, ladies 
and gentlemen may be allowed to sit together in such parts of the synagogue as 
the Wardens may decide on. 

The first resolution was carried by forty-eight votes to four. Upon 
the second resolution, 

Sir EDWARD STERN, Bart., said that it was an attempt to do away 
with one of the oldest customs in Judaism. He recalled a saying of the 
late Rev. Professor Marks, to the effect that if they did away with the 
customs they did away with the spirit also. Ali seats in the synagogue 
were already let, andtherefore people would have to be turned out from 
their seats when owners wanted them. In the original motion the words 
“on the floor” were used. He could tell them that they would find it 
extremely bard and extremely dusty. (Laughter.) It was suggested that 
the departure should refer only to Sabbaths, which would cause great 
annoyance not only to women but also to men when they were asked to 
give up the seat they were occupying. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. J. P. Jacons said that in the past all reforms had met with 
objections, as they should do. If that could be called a reform, the 
Objection showed the interest that had been takeu in what was a very 
serious matter. He could not see that that suggested change was a 
pruning or cutting of Judaism atall. The attendance on Sabbath could 
not possibly be worse than it was now. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE said that one objection was the 
question of principle, and the other was practical. With regard to 
the principle, he wonld read letters from the three Ministers on the 
subject. Mr. Joseph said that with reference to the question of 
principle, it had already been decided that men and women should sit 
together at special services. Mr. Harris wrote that it might be fairly 
argued that the time had come to abolish sex distinctions in their con- 
gregational arrangements. (Cheers.) It would encourage many persons 
to attend the services who now absented themselves, and would infuse 
more life in the service. He (Mr. Montefiore) agreed with Mr. Harris 
that it was very disconcerting to have the congregation scattered, and to 
have them concentrated would be preferable. There were 477 seats on 
the ground floor, and the average attendance on Sabbaths was fifty. He 
could not help thinking that with a very little tact the contingency of the 
ladies being disturbed would not occur. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Simmons had 
expressed very much the same view as the other ministers. 

Mr. ANGEL said that he regretted very deeply that the originator of 
that resolution—his brother—was now on his deathbed. It was not 
going to be a permanent arrangement, buta trial forone year. He hoped 
that a trial would be given to see how it worked. 

Mr. L. FRENOMAN, opposing the motion, said that one must not lose 
sight of the principles for which that synagogue stood and which it had up- 
held, its position for the last eighty years. He objected strongly to 
tinkering and pottering with experiments of a doubtful nature, and 
that was a tinkering and a pottering which might lead to consequences 
that none of them could foretell. Let those who liked that sort 
of advanced Liberalism go to the Liberal Synagogue, but he was 
a Reform Jew aud he liked the Reform Service. He asked them 
to ponder very carefully before they attempted to alter the present seat- 
Ing arrangement, The admixture of the sexes was inconsistent with the 
traditions of that synagogue. A matter of that kind was not one to be 
dealt with by a minority of the congregation. Let those in favour of it 
have a referendum among the members, and then, if it was the wish 
of the majority, the minority must submit. (Cheers.) 

Mr. JULIAN Q. HENRIQUES read extracts from the Prayor-Book used 
in the synagogue, to show that the proposed departure was not breaking 
away from the tradition of the synagogue. 

Miss SYLVESTER SAMUEL said that it seemed to her that the matter 
of the sexes sitting together was one of Eastern, and not of Jewish, life. 

Mr. PHinip S. WALEY said that the practical difficulty obviously did 
not matter, because it was not a serious objection. It was bardly 
necessary to say that the separation of the sexcs was unnatural, and one 
of their members had put her floger right on the spot in saying that it 
was Eastern And not Jewish. 

Mr.. Exic G. WALEY said that no doubt one of the greatest dim- 
culties would be solved if the resolution were carried, because the younger 
members among the Jews of this generation felt the position rather keenly 
in regard to the segregation of the sexes. He asked them when consider. 

ing that resolution to try and separate the religious aspect from the 
Eastern, and vote in favour cf it. . 

Mr. H. 5. Q. HENRIQUES expressed his great sorrow at the ilinéss of 
Mr. Maurice Angel, and hoped it might not be so serious as his family 
thought. He consklered the passing of the resolution before them was a 
matter which ought to be decided by a real majority of the congregation. 
But the rules did not provide for that. They must make a decision 
that day as to whether they should accept or reject. When there 
was an apathetic congregation—and he was afraid theirs had been one for 
many years—those who came to such a meeting, came to support and not 
tooppose. He believed that the rejection of the resolution would be for the 
benefit of the Congregation, and he asked those present who were in 
its favour to pause and think twice before they carried the change which, he 
was Convinced, would not redound to the honour and the digaity of that 
Congregation. Mr. Henriques was here interrupted by several members 
protesting against the Chairman's speaking to the motion. Mr. 
Henriques replied that somebody must end the discussion, and it was 
quite in order for him todo so. [Mr. ARTIiUR STIEBEL remarked that it 
was unusual for the Chairman to speak at that juncture] Mr. Henriques 
repeated that he had ruled upon the point, and his ruling ought not to be 
challenged. Continuing, he said he wanted them carefully to consider 
what the proposition was. The admixture of the sexes at public 
worship was not in accordance with the old customs and 

laws of Judaism, and all their changes had been in obedience 
to its laws and customs (laughter). That particular change did 
not necessarily tend to the decorum of the Synagogue. Mcreover, 
the changes hitherto made had been changes which they felt 
would be adopted by their brethren generally if they had the power of 
making the changes themselves. He kunew—and he _ thought 
they all knew—that the matter was looked upon by the other 


Congregations with some apprehension. Mr. Henriques concluded 
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Judaism and _ Business.” 


EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYEE. 


Annual Meeting of the Jewish Religious Union. 

The annual meeting of the Jewish Religious Union was held last 
Sunday at the Liberal Jowish Synagogue, Hill Street. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, the President, who was in the Chair, in 
moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, said that they must 
not measure the importance of the Union by the small figures of its 
balance-sbeet. It was the Union which gave life and vitality to the 
branches, and perhaps most especially of +1! to the synagogue. There 
was, however, a certain tendency to concentrate upon the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue to the neglect ofthe Union. He was glad to see representatives 
there of the North London Liberal Jewish Congregation. Speaking 
generally, he thought he might say that the Union was doing well, and 
what they wanted was that the members: fit should realise its importance 
and the greatness of the cause for which it stood. Miss Montagu had 
asked him to say a few introductory words to the conference on 
“Judaism and Business,” which was to follow the meeting. Some 
people tried to separate religion from busivess or social problems, It 
they admitted that religion could not stop short and must have a 
message towards all those problems, they had to admit, on the othe: 
hand, that the matter was difficult and delicate, because many co! 
those problems were controversial and divided socivty into prrtics 
and sections. Therefore, if religion took up an attitude favourable 
to one party, it took up one which was antagoniatic to another rection. 
It was a danger which must be risked, but it would be a terrible pity if 
the message of religion had to be put in such a way that certain sections 
of society should feel it was impossible for thom to be adherents of any 
roligion. With regard to the special position of Judaism, he thought 
they must not try to find too much speciainess in their message. It 
would be interesting to consider the very shrewd utterinces of the 
rabbis on different sides of social problems. Whereas the propbeta had a 
certain bias, the rabbis were extraordinarily detached in their utterances. 

Mr. HERZ seconded the adoption of the report. 

The Hon. LILY H. MONTAGU gaid that they did not feel they had done 
very much, although the branches bad moved a little. She felt that :/. 
as they all believed, they did stand for a cause, they must be a litt\ 
disappointed at the numbers who were there that afiernoon and at the 
amount of progress which had been achieved. They were troubled with 
the thought that there were so many people to-day who said they had no 
room in their lives for what they called institutional religion, and yet 
what they really wanted in its place cou!d not be got from them. 


On tho motion of Mr. A. R. Moro, the President and Council! were 


re-elected, with Messrs. Basil(). Henriques aud H.C. Marks as unattached 
members. The Hon, Auditors were aiso re-elccted. 

At the conference which .followed, a dobate, on “Julaisim. and 
Business” was opened by the reading of pxspers by Messrs. Leon lice: 
H. Salmon, Mr. Diamond (tof the St. George's Settlement), and Miss J. 
Levy (a member of the West Central Section). ; 

Mr. Lins dealt with the relation between ewployer and in the 
light of Jewish teaching. He asked if the Jow as a business man always 
bore in mind the Jewish tenets ? 

Mr. H. SALMON said thatthe rnles Moses promulgated for the conduct 
of life wore so simple and complete that they formed the basis cf two 
mighty faiths which we e spread over the major portion of the world. As 
an employer, he felt bound to respect the desire of those Jewish employees 
who wished to have one day in the year to pay homage to the ancient 
observances of their ancestors. He had, however, rarely found a Jewish 
employee willing to exchange a day off for one of the Jewish Holy Days. 

Miss Jissif LEVY spoke from the point of view of an ewp!loyce. 
Jewish ideals would be achieved if they put Judaism before business. 

Mr. DIAMOND said that he felt that if all orthodox employers 
would carry out their beiiefs there would not be any need for the ou'crics 
from the Jewish Press. (fle quoted extracts from the Jewish Chronicle ct 
the 15th and 27th April.) 

In opening the discussion, Mr. LEFRIDGE said that Judaism undoubted! y 
stood for righteousness and jastice. Theref re, if business could not be 
run on tbat basis it had no right at all to exist. 

Mr. GREEN Said that religion was on the wane because of the com- 
petition in their midst. 

After some remarks by Mr. B. Elkin and Mies Kixman, Dr. 
CHARLES SINGER said that he thought one point so many people were 
mistaken in was the curious use made of the word “selfish,” that because 
a thing was done for self it could not have any relation to ethics. 

Mr. Herz said that he did not consider ar industrial system as an 
unalterable law of nature. Mr. MENDEL also spoke. 

Rabbi MATTUCK said that he was deeply gratefal for the spirit in 
which the discussion had been conducted. He had sufficient faith in 
human nature to believe that the good predominated among both 
employers and employees. He only hoped that more and more that 
question would be discussed in an atmosphere of religious aspiration, 
so that advancement would be made in the direction of more justice. 

The following is an abstract of the repert: The Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
continues to make satisfactory progress. The membership increases (the tota! 
at the end of the year was 935). It is interesting to note that the Religion an! 
Housing Campaign, which united all the Christian churches as well as al! tle 
spiritual leaders of the Jewish community, was initiated by Miss Montagu, wit! 
the support of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue. The fortnight!y services held at 
the West Centra! Hall have been amplified, and Miss Montagu has secured the 
assistance of a rota of men leaders who have read lessons from the Pentateuc!: 
in Hebrew at each service, using the usual Scroll. The choir has been 
strengthened, and the attendance on fortnightly Saturdays averages 150. ‘The 
North London Liberal Jewish Congregation has made fair progress during the 
year. A good percentage of worshippers attend the services every Sabhat! 
afternoon. The North-West Section has decided to give up its separate exist. 
ence and to merge its own with the central activities of the synagogue. 
Services were held for a time at Westcliff-on-Sea on Saturday morniogr. 
Unfortunately these have had to be given up, but the Council of the Jew's! 


Religious Union would assist in restoring them if the necessary local he!p were 
forthcoming.

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The Humane Slaughter Agitation. 


The Chief Rabbi on the Slaughtering of Animals Bill. 


Dr. Hertz addressed the following letter to the Times of Monday last: 


61r,--The Slanghtering of Animals Bill, introduced by Sir A. 
Bhirley Benn in the Honse of Commons on Friday last and blocked 
by Major Molloy, the Unionist member for Biackbnra, is a highly 
controversia! measure. As the Bil! fs again to come before the House 
of Commons, I desire to state that in its present form it cannot be 
acceptable to the Jewish community, or to men of good will of what- 
ever creed. 

The Jewish method of slaughtering animals for food—Shechita~— 
is, according to the testimony of a host of competent experts, inciud. 
ing Lord Lister and Sir Michael Foster, Dr. Leonard Hill, and Dr. 
T. H. Openshaw, the most humane. It is, moreover, an essential 
part of the Jewish religion; and meat from animals killed by any 
other method is prohibited to Jews. Legislation interfering with 
Shechita would therefore inflict cruel hardship upon hundreds of 
thousands of law-abiding citizens, and would, in effect, constitute a 
grievous religious persecatdéon. 

Sir Arthur's Bill is a permissive one as far as Shechita is con- 
cerned, and would enable the Minister of Health for the time being 
either to allow or prohibit it. This means that the religious liberty 
and the health of the Jewish community would be dependent on the 
discretion, whim, or prejadice of a single individual—surely an 
intolerable pr: posal, 

Religions liberty and justice require the full stitutory exemp- 
tion of Shechtta asa provision of the Billitself. Intheir commendable 
veal for bumeanity towards the brute, the enemies of the Jewish 
methods of slanghter sheuld not forget to deal justly and hamanely 
with their fellow-men.

Professor Haffkine’s Views. 


A representative of the Jewish Chronicle has obtained the following 
yaluable statement from Professor Waldemar W. Haffkine, C.1.E.: 


The Jewish method of slaughter (he said) differs from the other 
methods mainly on the question of bleeding, which is an essential part of 
Shechita and isa useful procedure, as blood is a good medium for the 
development of microbes of decomposition. Healthy animals are free 
from microbes in the blood, and when life ceases, microbes which vege- 
tate in the intestines penetrate into the circulation through the blood 
vessels, and the body becomes filled with microbes. Thus, bleeding also 
enables the carcase to be preserved longer. 

But admitted that the Jewish method is beneficial to human beings, 
does Shechita entail suffering? 

Prof. Haffxine promptly replied : “ As regards suffering, which is the 
chief argument raised against the Jewish method of slaughter, this is 
based a misconception. 

‘The visible movement of the bird or animal after having 
been slain, is of course nothing more than the spasmodic con. 
traction of the muscles, and it is no proof that the animal is 
conscious. 

“If, for example, the head of a bird should be severed entirely, 
the headiess bird, although it would no lon ter be conscious, may 
still run about, and that movement which would result from the 
contraction of the muscles is no proof that there is feeling or that 
there is pain."’ 

Prot, Haffkine then explained that the activity of our brain is continued 
by the irrigation of the blood. “The influx of the blood,” he said, takes 
piace at the least effort of the brain. Ifthe supply of blood is cut off, the 
brain becomes anemic and consciousness ceases. In the Jewish method, 
by which the big vessels are cut at the nearest possible place to the 
brain with a perfectly sharp knife, bleeding takes place and renders the 
&nima! unconscious, and the movement produced by the contraction of 
the muscles helps to drain the blood from the body. 

The method of stunning, coutinued the Professor, is no guarantee 
that the animal is instantaneously killed, for very rarely can the instru- 
ment be applied to the proper place, which is difficult to locate. 

The Jewish method, therefore, not only guarantees that the 
animal soffers no pain, but also prevents the spreading of 
microbes, and is thus a benefit to the human race, 


Proceedings in House of Commons.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

What actually bh \ppened last Friday afternoon with regard to the 
Siaughtering of Animals Bill, was that a deliberate attempt was made to 
rash through the Second Reading stage without discussion. The Bill 
Only made its appearance that morning. It prohibits the Jewish method 
of slaughter, but gives to the Minister of Health the power to grant 
exemption. 

The Labour Party’s Prevention of Unemployment Bill, as expected, 
occupied the whole day, and when the division on it was over, it was a 
few minutes past four o'clock, when only “unopposed” Bills can pass. 
The clerk read out the name of the Slaughtering Bill, and at the 
fame moment that Mr. H. GosLING (Lab., Whitechapel) rose and said, 

i object,” sufficient to make the Bill “opposed.” Colonel LESLIE 
WILSON, the Chief Government Whip, sitting on the Treasury Beach, 
Bignalied to Sir A. SHIRLEY BENN (C. Plymouth, Drake), who was in the 
corner seat below the gangway. 

Sir SHIRLEY at once rose and appealed to the House to let the 
Billi go through; Mr. GARNHAM EDMONDS (/nd. Lib., Bethnal Green, N.E.)

Objection. 

Major MoLtLoy (C., Blackpool), who is a doctor, rose and sald, “I 
object,” and was greeted with the cry of “you onght to be ashamed of 
yourself,” from Mr. NEWQOLD ‘Communist, Motherwell) and Labour 
members sitting round Gosling were urgipg him to withdraw his 
objection. Mr. GOSLING rose, and said, “I am prepared not to persist of 
Mr. Hors turned to Major Molloy and asked, “Does the hon. member 
persist in his objection ?” 

“I do,” replied the Major. Thereupon, Mr. Hope asked Sir Shirley 
formally to name another day, and the member for Plymouth bastily 
said, “ Monday.” 

The whole affair lasted but two or three minutes; there was some 
confusion, and Sir Shirley certainly seemed surprised. Afterwards, in 
the Central Lobby, a little group of women seemed rather nonplussed., 
They had apparently hoped, or had been led to believe, that the Second

There were four Jewish members in the Honse who bad just taken 
part in the division; they were Mr. P. Harris (Ind. Lib., Bethnal Green, 
S.W.), Mr. E. Shinwell (Lab., Linlithgow), Mr. A. M. Samuel (C., Farn- 
ham), and Mr. 8. Samuel (C., Pu ney). Mr. Shinwell, I learn, was pre- 
pared to “block” the Bill by calling “I object,” but had been given te 
understand that the Jewish anthorities approved the measure as it stood. 
I cannot say definitely who spread this report, which I found had ne 
Small prevalence, but I have a shrewd idea of its source. 

It was definitely dispelled by the Chief Rabbi's letter in the Time 
on Monday morning. Commander Kenworthy told me he was putting 
down a rejection motion; Mr. J. D. Kiley, although no longer member 
for Whitechapel, took an interest in the matter, and when the Bill was 
formally called just on midnight on Monday night several voices objected. 
Bir Shirley tried to make another appeal. but Mr. Shinwel!, Mr. Gosling, 
Mr. Maclaren (Lab., Burslem) and Major Mackenzie Wood (Ind. Lib. Wh ip) 
vigorously shouted “ object.” 

Sir Shirley, | am informed, had tried very hard to get opposition 
withdrawn on Monday night. 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

Last (Taesday) night the Bill again came up just after elevon 
p.m. Mr. Lansbury rose and stated that as the result of negotiations 
it had been agreed that a clause safeguarding Jewish interests should be 
inserted, and ‘on :this understanding the Second Reading was carted 
amid cheers. 

The Rev. 8S. Levy and Mr. 8. Myers wore in attendance inthe Lobby 
on behalf of the Chief Rabbi and the Shechita Board.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONIOLE. 


Sirn,—In your issue of April 6th, in a reply to your contributor, 
“Mentor,” Miss Lind-aft-Hageby asserted that the Jewish method of 
slaughter was cruel, quoting as her authority the testimony of slaughter- 
men. 


The following occurrences which I witnessed quite recently form a 
striking comment upon Miss Lind-af-Hageby's assertion. I recently saw 
the patent killer used. Beyond wounding the animal, it proved quite 
ineffective. A second attempt was made with the same result, after 
which the pole-axe was resorted to. But as many as five blows were 
inflicted upon the animal by different slanghte-men, in addition to the 
attempts with the patent killer. Even then the wretched animal was 
not despatched, but with agonising cries it sank on its knees. 

I would add that the parties responsible for this brutality were 
assumed to be experienced siaughtermen. I would commend this case 
to the humane consideration of Miss Lind-af-Hageby. and would have 
liked her to have been present. She wou'd have heard the condemnatory 
remarks by the slaughtermen on the use of the patent killer, and the 
terms of appreciation in which they held the Jewish method, which had 
been endorsed and fully approved by an Inspector of the Royal Soclety 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals who recently visited the same

FESTIVAL DINNER. 


The annual festival dinner and dance were held last Tuesday, at the

Beth Hasepher and Federation Synagogue. 
ADDRESS BY DR SAMUEL DAICHES, 


A public meeting was held last week under the auspices of the Bch 
Hasepher and Federation Synagogue, Soho Square, at the West Centra! 
Girls’ Club, Alfred Piace, Tottenham Court Road, when matters cor 
cerning the community in Soho were discussed. Mr. S. Goldenberg 
presided. 

Dr. SAMUEL DaICHE?, in the course of an address, said that he 
wished to pay a tribute to the memory of the late Mr. L. A. Jouques who 
was a generous supporter ofthe synagogue. Mr. Jouques loved Traditional 
Judaism. He was a vative of Vilna, and he delighted in writing stories 
illustrating the Jewishness of that great centre of Jewish life and Jewish 
learning. The last time he (Dr. Daiches) saw Mr. Jouques, the latter 


said that his father used to study the Talmud for two hours every 
morning before going to business, and that he was allowed by his parents 
to gotothe gymnasium only on the understanding that he would not 
curtail his Hebrew studies. He decided to go to Meran, against the 
advice of his doctor and friends, mainly because he wished to proceed 
from there to Vilna, in order to help the Jewish institutions there. He 
was greatly interested in the upbuilding of Palestine, where this year ho 
had intended to take his young son, so that he could learn the Hebrew 
language in a Palestinian atmosphere. His death was a loss to tlic 
community. Their sympathy went out to his widow and their only sor. 
Proceeding, Dr. Daiches spoke on the necessity of a sound Hebrew 
education for the children in Anglo-Jewry. I¢ was the duty of the 
parents to secure for their children the knowledge of the Torah; too 
much was left to public bodies. It was the Torah which provided 
the basis of a noble life. They must also understand that nothin. 
furthered anti-Semitism so much as the ignorance of Judais 
among Jews. “An empty-headed man cannot be a sin-fearing man, DO! 
can an ignorant person be pious,” said the Rabbis (Kihics of the Farr 
ii, 6). Anda community that was not sin-fearing would soon create ant: 
Jewish feeling. The community must be permeated by strong Jewish: 
ness. “If there is no Torah thereis no Derech Eretz” (iihics of | 
Fathers, iii, 21). Hebrew education was the basis of their Jewish life. 
They must remember that their regeneration in Palestine also depended 
upon their regeneration in the Diaspora. In the words of Amos, “ There 
must be a new hunger and a new thirst, a hunger and a thirst for the 
words of God.”

THE MANCROFT ESSAYS.* 


Few would have thought that the acute speaker on economical 
questions, who sits in Parliament for Farnham, would publish the tender 
and intimate account of his childhood contained in “ The Bookseller's 
Daughter,” the first of his striking essays reprinted from the Saturday 
Review, where they appeared during the editorial reign of Mr. A, A. 
Baumann. This Essay (as he confesses in an appendix), describes bis father, 
Benjamin Samuel, 1840-1890, and the portrait is substantially accurate, 
though Samuel the elder was not a bookseller, and never had a daughter. 
The Mancroft Essays must be named from the district in Norwich, where 
Mr. A. M. Samuel, the donor of the Borrow Museum to the City, and 
formerly its Lord Mayer, was born. He was educated by that good friend of 
the Jews, Dr. Jessopp, headmaster of the Grammar School. Mr. Samuel 
tells us that he remembered George Borrow, who comes back to him clad 
in a long weather-stained pepper-and-salt cape or overcoat, Mr. Samuel's 
reminiscences are Kast Avglian rather than Jewish, and he says nothing 
of the sages who, according to one reading of an ancient record, made the 
city illustrious in medi@val Hebrew literature. It is interesting to mark 
how thorcughly he identifies himse!f with the local patriotism of his 
native county. The book preserves experiences invaluable to the historian 
of Norfolk. ‘§.LE.L. 


Notes and News. | 

(1.) “MORAL INSTRUCTION BY HAt Gaon,” by Rabbi Professor Dr. 
Hermann Gollanegz (Oxford University Press), is a new and critical 
version of Khtymes on Moral Instruction attributed to Kabbi Hal ben 
Sherira Gaon (died 1038). The text is based on three wapnuscripts 
in the British Muageum, and is provided with a translation and notes. 
Dr. Gollancz qualifies the statement which regards Hai Gaon absolutely 
as the author of the work; for doubt has been cast by several scholars 
upon the authorship of the collection of maxims which go under 
his name. Nor is even the title cf this litthe work as it appears 
in the printed cditions beyond cavil; since, as may be gleaned from a 
perusal of the manuscripts themselvce, it is not met with in this form in 
the originals which Dr. Gollancz had before him. It cccurred to Dr. 
tollanez that, considerivg the value of Hai Gaon’s unpretentious work, 
and the fact that the various editions which have appeared hitherto are 
both defective and faulty, a critical version might be welcome to those 
who delight in products from the great storehouse of Hebrew literature. 
The translation which he has prepared will se: ve to enlighten the general 
reader as to this Presentation of moral sayings of medimwval times. Dr. 
Gollancz’s concern has been mainly with the preparation of a fairly 
i.telligible text. His version is an attempt to produce amid a mass of 
variants something better and fuller than bas so far appeared, with an 
English rendering. Apart from its textual value as a contribution to 
tlc brew literature, this manual of ethical sayings and moral teachings is 
an interesting illustration of a mediwval guide to human conduct. The 
style of production of this little work is worthy of the reputation of the 
Oxford University Press, and by its publication Dr, Gollancz has increased 
the debt which ali lovers of book already owe him. 

(2) “JEWS AND THE LATER ROMAN EMPIRE,” PostTscripT.—Atten- 
tion may be drawn to the following items of Jewish interest in Professor 
J. B. Bury’s “ History of the Later Roman Empire” (Macmillan), ip 
addition to those referred to in tho review of this work in the March 
“ Book of the Month.” (a) The nuptials of Athaulf and Piacidia were 
celebrated in Roman form in January 4!4 c.&. at Narbonne, in the house 
of Ingenius, a leading citizen. Philostorg'us compares the marriage to 
the union of pottery with iron. The fourth empire symbolised by the 
iron legs of the image in Daniel ii., 33, was explained as the Roman. 
Hydatius saw in the marriage the fulfilment of Daniel's prophecy (xi., 6) 
that the queen of the south would marry a king of the north. (6) When 
Belisarius returned to Constantinopie after his victory in Africa, he was 
rewarded by atriamph, which at this time was an exceptional honour for 
& private person (5340.8.). He brought back with him animmense treasure, 
and, what above all appealed to the piety of the Emperor and to the senti-

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ment of orthodox Christians, King Solomon's golden vessels of which 
Gaiseric had robbed Rome and of which Titus had deaspoiled Jerusalem, 
Gelimer, the captive king, also adorned the triumph of Belisarius. When 
Gelimer saw the Emperor sitting in all his splendour in the Kathisma of 
the Hippodrome, be repeated to himself with all his love of the iuxury 
of grief, “ Vanity of vanities, all is vanity.” 

(3.) The Quarterly Statement of the “ Palestine Exploration Fund” 
for April contains a contribution from Dr. Samuel Daiches or “ Goshen 
in Palestine.” Goshen is known as the province in Hhgypt in which 
Joseph settled his father aud his brethren after they had come to live in 
Egypt (Genesis xly., 10). But there is also a Goshen in Palestine. The 
Palestinian Goshen is mentioned in Joshua x., 41, and xi.,16. The latter 
is the more important of the two verses. “And Joshua took all that land, 
the mountain (-land), and all the south, and all the land of Goshen. and 
the Arabah, and the mountain (-land) of Isracl, and its lowland.” Dr. 
Daiches suggests that “Goshen” here Sicaifies “low hilis,” “table. 
land,” as distinguished from “mountain,” “mountain-land.” In this 
verre Western Valestine is described by its physical features: (1) The 
mountain (-land) of Judea; (2) the Negeb (the region sonth of Judea); (3) 
the land of Goshen, i.e., the table-land; (4) the low land (the valley-land, 
the plain); (5) the Arabah (the Jordan Valley); (6) the mountain (-land of 
Israc]) ; and (7) its low land (the valley-land, the plain). The tand of Goshen 
in Kgypt is a region which follows (from sonth to north) immediately upon 
mountain-land. Ofall Egypt the land of Goshen is nearest to mountain- 
land and forms the transition to the lowland of Egypt. It may bo that 
the sons of Israel called that part of Egypt “Goshen” because, as 
“Goshen” in Palestine, that district in Egypt was iand following on 
mountain-land and leading to valley-land. And so the “Goshen” of 
Egypt may have its origin in the “ Goshen” in Palestine. 8. L. 


Yiddish Tales. 
RECITATION BY MR. MICHAEL SHERBROOKE. 

Mr. Michael Sherbrooke gave a recitation of Yiddish Stories by Great 
Yiddish Writers (translated into Euglish), to the Maccatbic.ns, at the 
University of London Club last Sunday. Lord Rothschild presided. The 
prograinmwe comprised “ Yitzchok-Yossel Broitgeber,” by Lerner, “An 
Easy Fast,” “‘ihe Recruiting Office,” and “Gymnasie,” by Sholom 
Aleichem, and Woman's Wrath.” by Peretz. 

Mr. Sherbrooke’s voice is both resonant and expressive; nevertheless 
it must be confessed that one sees in him always the actor rather than 
the clocutionist pure and simple. Tho stories are delivered in an 
essentially dramatic style which is perhaps not wholly suited to their 
nature, since the Yiddish story is, as a rule, somewhat Jacking in 
drain itic valae. 

Mr. Sherbrooke’s selections of last Sunday were for the most part 
character studies, sketches depending for their effect more on atmosphere 
and on subtle delineation than on dramatic intensity ; and their essence 
would probably have been better appreciated had they bcen rendered in 
a more restrained style. 

‘The most successful items were those ofa purely humorous nature 
Humour is world-wide in its appeal, but sentiment varies, superficially if 
not faniamentally, with nationality. It is perhaps an unavoidabie defect 
in Yiddish literature that the mentality it reveals is ceneraliy that of the 
Ghetto. The story cf ‘An Easy Fast,” for instance, which telis cf how 
one llaim Chaikin gradually starved himself to death with continual fast 
days, is bound to lose much of ils appeal to sophisticated Western 
audiences, who, to express it bluntiy. must consider Chaikin a religious 
maniac. Itis no small tribute to Mr. Sherbrooke’s genius that although 
he is one of the ornaments of the Eng'ish stage, one seemed to see in him 
on Snuuday bight the typical! produet of the Polish Ghetto.

Art and Artists. 


Mr. Philip Naviasky's Exhibition. 


The exhibition of paintings and drawings by Mr. Philip Naviasky at 
the Gieves Gallery, 22, Old Boni Street (which will remaiu open till the 
1Xth iost.), illustrates the versatility of this clever young artist, who shows 
portraits in various media, landscapes, still-life, and a number of studies. 
The portraits, especially those of children, attract most attention. The 
childr:n of Lord Howard de Walden provide pieasing subjects, treated by 
the artist with a tender intimacy and delightful grace. Bronwen (45), 
a little lass in a green robe, is on classic lines, with a Tudor touch 
about it. Very charming is Priscilla (37), gracefully posed, the 
fancy costume making a pretty colour scheme with two toy 
balloons. Lord Howard himself (41) is not so successfal, the tradi- 
tional geniality of the subject having escaped the artist. There are 
two or three portrait studies of Labour leaders, those of Mr. Edwin 
Scrymgeour, M.P. in oils (20), and Mr. Sidney Webb, M.P., in charcoal (48) 
being very striking. Of the other portraits mention should be made of the 
late Mrs. Jacob Moser (26) and Miss Mary Ethel Hunter (57), the latter an 
essay in smooth colouration. Mr. Naviasky shows his technical power 
in some studies in oils of coloured folk in which he overcomes problems 
of surface illumination with conspicuous success. Some Ghetto studies 
will also arrest attention, particularly “Sketch of an Old Man” (3), a 
vigorous treatment in blacks of an old dreamer in pathetic pose. Refer- 
ence has previously been made in these columns to the artist's studies of 
Connemara peasantry, and his refreshing landseapes. He is not so happy 
in his still life. But the show is well worth a visit, and picture lovers 
will find here every indication of high promise,

EVACUATION OF REFUGEES. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held 
on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. There were present: 


Mr. O. E. p’AVIGDOR GoLpsMID, President, in the Chair, Rabbi Professor 
Dr. H. Gollancz, Lieut.-Col. C. Q. Henriques, Lady Lewis, Mrs. F. 8. Franklin, 
Miss Nettie Adifer, L.C.C,, J.P., Miss Kate Halford, Messrs. N. Adler, M.A., 
Frank D. Benjamin, Leonard L. Cohen, J, Cowen, Coleman ?. Hyman, Maurice 
Jacobs, M.A., Harry Kahn, H. M. Kisch, C.S.L. (President of the Bristol Brenchb), 
Harry K. Lewis, M. Gordon Liverman, Lionel! Lowy, J. Prag, J.P., Selim Samuel, 
M. A. Spielman, and Leonard Stein. 


The PRESIDENT welcomed Miss Kate Halford, who attended for the 
first time. He referred to the visit to Manchester of the Chief Rabbi, 
Lord Rothschild, Mr. Prag, and himself. He said that the meeting they 
had addressed there had been attended by at least 1,000 people and was 
a big success. They were greatly indebted to the Manchester Branch for 
the trouble they took in organising the meeting and for the success which 
attended their efforts. He was confident that the membership of the 
Branch wou!d be increased by at least 200 per cent. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the Manchester Branch, the Chief 
Rabbi, Lord Rothschild, and Mr. Nathan Laski. 


The Proposed Communal Hall. 


A letter was read from the B'nai Brith inviting the Association to 
gend delegates to a conference to consider the proposed establishment of 
a communal hall. 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, it was unani- 
mously resolved to accept the invitation, and Mr. Joseph Prag, J.P., and 
Mr. Louis P. Jacobs were appointed delegates. 


The Jewish Agency. 
The following letter was read from the Zionist Organisation : 


Iam directed by the Executive of the Zionist Organisation to state that they 
have had under. consideration the measures to be taken by them in pursuance 
of Article 4 of the Mandate for Palestine as follows : 

‘‘ An appropriate Jewish Agency shall be recognised as a public body for the 
purpose of advising and co-operating with the Administration of Palestine in 
such economic, socia! and other, matters as may affect the establishment of the 
Jewish national home and the interests of the Jewish population in Palestine, 
and, subject always tothe control of the Administration, to assist and take 
part.in the development of the country. 

‘The Zionist Organisation, so long as its organisation and constitution are 
in the opinion of the Mandatory, appropriate, shall be recognised as such 
Agency. It shall take steps, ia consultation with His Britaunic Majesty's 
Government, to secure the co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist in 
the establishment of a Jewish nationa! home.” 

2. It will be observed that this Article provides for the recognition of an 
me ae Jewish Agency as a public body, with the twofold function of 
advising and co-operating with the Government of Palestine in matters affecting 
Jewish interests, and of taking part in the development of the country. That 
Agency, whose rights and duties are further set forth in Articles 6 and 11 of the 
Mandate, is declared to be the Zionist Organisation. 

3. Itis, on the other hand, incumbent upon the Zionist Organieation. in its 
quality of the Jewish Agency, to invite the co-operation of.a!! Jews whe ea 
willing to assist in the establishment of the Jewish national home. Quite apart 
from their obligations under the Mandate, the Executive regard it as appropriate 
in itself that every facility should be afforded for such co-operation, and with 
this end in view, and in pursuance of the Resolution adopted by the Central 
Council of the Zionist Organisation at Carlsbad on September ist, 1922, they 
consider that the Agency should be constituted on the broadest possible basis. 
It is, therefore, their desire to provide for the representation in the Agancy of 
such Jews as are willing to co-operate and can properly be associated with the 
Zionist Organisation in the discharge of the responsible duties confided to it 


4. The establishment of a Jewish national home in Palestine, in accordance 


with the provisions of the Mandate, is, inthe view of the Zionist Oryanisation 
a matter of common concern to Jews throughout the world. In the nature of 
the case, however, a special responsibility in this regard devolves upon the 
Angio-Jewish Community. That responsibility was freely acknowledged by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association in the Resolution adopted on October 29th. 1992 in 
which the Association, after welcoming the confirmation of the Mandate by the 
Council of the League of Nations, pledyed itself ‘* to use its best endeavours to 
support and help His Majesty's Government in the execution thereof.” 

5. In these circumstances, the Executive feel that the time has arrived 
when the Zionist Organisation should enter upon an exchange of views with 
other bodies of Jews who are willing to assist in the work of reconstruction in 
Palestine, and they would welcome, as a first step, an opportunity of conferring 
with the spokesmen of the Anglo-Jewish community. They have, therefore 
the honour to invite your Association to appoint two representatives to sit with 
representatives of the Zionist Organisation and of the Boara of Deputies of 
British Jews on a Joint Committee forthe purpose of considering what steps can 
usefally be taken with a view tothe constitution of the Jewish Agency on a 
broader basis. In the event of this invitation being accepted, the Executive 
will be glad if you will be good enough to notify them at your early convenience 
of the names of the Association's representatives. A similar communication is 
Board of Deputies of British Jews.

Mr. JOSEPH PRAG, J.P., on behalf of the Executive Co 
that the invitation be accepted and that Mr. 0. E. Pie eee 
the President of the Association, and Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E 
be appointed delegates. He said it was in consonance with the whole 
history of the Association to help the cause of the Jews al! over the world 
They now had an opportunity to crown their work for Palestine in the 
Evelina School by helping to make this great undertaking a success. In 
choosing their delegates the Executive Committee had had special regard 
to their qualifications. In nominating their President they knew that he 
had the capacity and will to justify their selection. His interest in 
Palestine was hereditary. His father had been head of the Society in 
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this country for Palestinian colonisation, and also head of the Centra) 
Committee established in Paris. In his very active life Sir Robert Walcy 
Cohen had devoted himself to Jowish causos, and bad made history for 
the Jews inthis country. .He had had to do with great undertakings, 
and had had to negotiate very intricate affairs which would fit him most 
appropriately for this very important position. They prayed that the 
efforts of those gentlemen might be fraught with blessing for our people 
in the new old land. 

The PRESIDENT said that he thought the Anglo-Jewish Association 
represented a body of opinion which in a great many cases was wute, 
but at the same time had a considerable volume. He hoped that he would 
have that body of mute moderate opinion behind him in going to the 
conference. He quoted from the definition of the National Home cn. 
tained in the White Paper and the limits of possible Anglo-Jewish 
work in Palestine set forth in the declaration of the then Presidents 
of the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association issued somo 
yearsago. These extracts, he said, expressed the view which many of 
them held as to the future of Palestine.

Evacuation of Refugees. 


The PRESIDENT, in reporting on the recent activities of the Ica, said 
that he proposed to deal with the situation in Poland. As the Council 
were aware, a decree, ordering the expulsion of about 11,000 Russian 


refugees, was to become effective on April 15th. Of these 11,\))), 
approximately 3,000 refugees were in Galicia, 5,000 in Warsaw and its 
environs, and the remainder in various other portions of Poland. Thanks 
to the efforts of their Director, a very substantial sum was bow available 
and was in the hands of the Ica for dealing with the situation. This 
amount inciuded sums placed at the disposal of the Ica by other Jewish 
bodies. Negotiations were being carried on with other bodies to effect a 
complete union of work, but, as a matter of fact, in order to avoid delays, 
the Ica's offices in Poland had already started work, and, according to 
the latest news from Warsaw, satisfactory progress was being made. A 
limited proportion of the refugees desired repatriation to lussia, and 
according to the latest news arrangements for that purpose were 
progressing most satisfactorily. The Ica’s Inspector, Mr. Yanowsky, was 
leaving for Poland, in order to supervise operations on the spot. [a 
addition, special arrangements had been made for a most complete 
control of the expenditure by a special accountant. Besides all the 
practical measures taken in securing evacuation, every possible 
diplomatic pressure had been placed upon the Pollsh Government in 
order to minimise the rigour of the decrees for this expnision. Mr. 
Lucien Wolf was doing all that was possible in London and Geneva, ani 
had approached the Foreign Offic>, The Alliance Israélite had approached 
the French Foreign Office in favour of the refugees. They had received 
a satisfactory reply from Mr. Poincare, and it was reasonable: to hope, 
in view of the great influence of France at Wariaw, that bis intervention 
would have a material effect upon the Polish Government's decisions. 
Having regard to the fact that operations for evacuation had already 
started, it was desirable to state that emigration conducted or assisted by 
the Ica had no connection whatever with its colonisation programme. It 
would be perfectly obvious that many of the peop'e who were emigrated 
would be unfit for employment on the land, through lack of experience and 
for other reasons. Assistance was being rendered to emigrants, whether 
they wished to go to the Argentine, to Canada, Brazil, or to Palestine, 
though, of course, in each case the despatches were made dependent upon 
the absorbing capacity of the country in question. Over 5)0 had been 


recently

from Constantinople. A preference was given to married men over singie, 
and in that connection proof of marriage was required for reasons which 
would be obvious to anybody understanding the problems of immigration. 
A proportion of the fare was required from each immigrant, except ia 
cases of real need, when no proportion was asked for. Of these there 
was a very considerable number. All cases were treated alike, and 0) 
preference was given to traders as opposed to artisans. in fact, 
all records of the Ica showed that in the past the manual worker 
or artisan had had a prior claim upon its consideration. So far 
as Rumania was concerned, Mr. Mirkin, their laspector, had forwarded 
a report on the situation. The number of refugees to be dealt 
with was approximately 12,000, but the matter was considerably less urgent 
than in Poland, as the Rumanian Government, in response to requests 
from their friends in France and England, was prepared to give 4 reason. 
able time for carrying the evacuation out. It would appear from the last 
letter received from Mr. Mirkin that the Rumanian Government had 
officially stated that no measure of expulsion would be taken until the 
lst December, 1923, with the exception of certain expulsions in the 
military zone which would have to be dealt with at once. In these 
circumstances, however, the question will have to be'taken in hand very 
shortly, especially before the largest part of the refugees were io 
Bessarabia, where expulsion might be ordered by the military authoritics 
in spite of the kindly disposition of the civil ones. Naturally a further 
large expenditure was involved. The Ica was at once arranging for the 
creation of emigration offices to assist in the evacuation. Al! the 
necessary instructions to that end had been given to Mr. Mirkin, and ‘tt 
was hoped that these would shortly be functioning properly. So far 4s 
Constantinople was concerned, Mr. Yanowsky had reported the results of 
evacuation undertaken in the course of the last few months, and also 
reported upon the necessity of a permanent Emigration Office at 
Constantinople. This had already been sanctioned by the Council of the 
Ica, and every step was being taken now to deal with the steady inilus 
into Constantinople from Russia in a satisfactory manner. 

Mr, LUCIEN WOLF, supplementing the President's statement, said 
that they had practically got rid of the danger in Poland and in Ruiuan's. 
In Rumania assurances had been given by the Government that there 
would be no expulsions so long as they carried out the evacution. rhe 
machinery established by the Ica had been completed and was working. 
A steady flow of refugees was now being sent in the directions in which 
it was possible to absorb them. Poland was a much more diflicult 
matter. The difficulties in Poland had arisen partly through the diffi: 
culties of the Polish Government. In consequence of the assassination of 
the late President, the present Prime Minister, who was a man of high 
character and anxious to serve every humanitarian cause, found himself 
very much circumscribed by the position of parties in the Diet. Very 
considerable pressure was brought to bear on the Polish Government and 
the situation had been much more serious than the community had 
realised. They had been faced with the danger of 22,000 Jews thrust 
over the frontier into the neutral zones, and because they had '°" 
deprived of their rights as Russian citizens through leaving liussi4 the 
Soviet Government would refuse to receive them. That was

and at one moment it was almost desperate. Thoy had been assisted by 
the British and French Governments, and even bv the Polish Legations 
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in Paris and London, andin other quarters. No result was obtained, and 
at last they resolved to appeal to public opinion, and the best way was to 
ask the League of Nations to summon the Consultative Committee on 
Refugees. He fancied that the League of Nations was a little piqued at 
the lack of success of its own efforts, and a special meeting of the Com. 
mittee of the High Commissariat was summoned for April 20th. The 
threat of action by the League of Nations was effective. On the lith the 
Polish authorities agreed to suspend the decree of expulsion until 
September Ist. Irom the practical point of view that did not amount to 
very much, and he took upon himself at the meeting of the Consultative 
Committee to criticise it very strongly. They had certain meetings with 
the representatives of the Polish Government in Geneva, and received 
unofficial assurances that no obstacles would be placed in the work 
of regular evacuation. Although these assurances were merely 
oficieuses, they bad been confirmed by a despatch received 
by the Foreign OfMice embodying assurances given to the British 
Minister in Warsaw. The effective machinery set up would now proceed 
toa complete evacuation of the refugees in Bessarabia and in Poland. 
The organisation of the Ica received the support of the Jewish War 
Victims’ Fund, the Alliance, and the Joint Distribution Committee. Other 
aspects of the question were dealt with at Geneva. The day before the 
expulsion decree matured, a large number of refugees fled into Danzig 
territory. Immediate and ‘satisfactory arrangements were made by 
cable for dealing with this prob!em, and the League of Nations authorities 
were impressed by the power of their body to deal with an emergency. 
They bad also dealt effectively with the question of transit visas, whereby 
thousands of pounds would be saved to the emigrants. 


The “Numerus Clausus.”’ 


Mr. WOLr proceeded to say that there had been lately a very great 
deal of interest as to the extension of the numerus clanusus agitation in 
Eastern Europe. More noise than actual damage had been caused, 
except in Hungary, on which the League of Nations had acted and was 
watching very closely. The Technical Institute in Austria had introduced 
the numerus clausus. I¢ was undoubtedly aimed at the Jews, but they 
had cunningly only mentioned foreign students. Measures of this kind 
they could not touch unless provided for in the treaties. Foreigners had 
no civic rights in any country. There was no general statute, and they 
had hitherto been protected by commercial treaty. No commercial! 
treaties had been renewed with the Central European States, and the 
Austrian Government had the right to do what it pleased. They 
could not deal with the matter uader the minority treaties, but he 
had brought it up on the refugee question. Obviously, if a State 
introduced restrictions on the admission of foreiga stadents toa University, 
it was placing obstacles in the way of the High Commissariat, which sugbt 
to provide educational faci‘ities for refugees. He accordingly moveda 
resolution, asking the Iligh Commissioner to make representations to the 
Austrian Government, and callattention tothe grave pre) adice introduced 
by this measure. Toe Committee unanimously passe this resolution, 
and Dr. Nansen promptly wrote an excellent letter tothe Austrian Foreigu 
Minister, who happened to be at Geneva, in which he called attention to 
the action of the Consultative Committee on the matter. This was 
a very salutary warning to the Austrian Government that the League of 
Nations was watching the matter very closely. lua conclusion, he called 
attention to the fact that, as a result of the action of the Joint Foreign 
Conimittee, arising from a suggestion made at the previous meeting of the 
Council of the Association, the letter from the heads of churches protest- 
ing against the persecution of religion in lussia had been issued. 

Mr. E. N. ADLER said that they were very mach indebted to Mr. 
Wolt for the good work he had done for Jewry. He drewattention to the 
fact that a measure instituting the numernus clanens Was being iatroduced 
into the Polish Parliament. 

Mr, JOSEPH COWEN asked as to tho extent of Ici commitments in 
liussia. 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN stated that the Ica conflaed itself to supplying 
seeds and agricultural implements and the furtherance of education. 
There was no question of capital expenditure on buildings. 

Mr. M. G, LIVERMAN said that the most impressive feature of the 
statements they had heard was the increasing value of the Leaguo of 
Natioas in Jewish questions. He urged that Jews shon'd give iacreasing 
support to the League, and suggested that Jewish brauches of the League 
of Nations Union shculd be formed. 

The PRESIDENT said that he had recently spoken at a Leaagus of 
Nations Union meeting held in the country, and the audience had been 
surprised at what he bad been able to tell them in regard to the work of 
the League in connection with the minority treaties. He agreed that 
Jews could render good servico by speakiog at Losgue mectings and 
giving information as to what was being done. 


Miscellancous.

I’. S. Franklin on behalf of the Ladies’ Committee, were adopted.

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Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau. 


Duty of Jewish Employers. 


A general meeting of subscribers to the Sabbath Observance Employ. 
ment Bureau was held on Sunday at Jews’ College. 

Dayan FELDMAN, who presided, in the absence of the Chief Rabbi 
(through being occupied in connection with the Shechita question), said 
that he was pleased to commend the Bureau to the support of the com- 
munity—firstly, on the ground of what it had accomplished. This was 
apparently small, but when they considered the difficulties associated 
with the work—economic and Jewish dificulties—they would agree that 
the achievements of the Bureau were not inconsiderable, and great credit 
was due to those associated with the work, especially to the Hon. Secre- 
tary, Mr. Alex Rubens, While giving him credit, he (the Chairman) noticed 
that there was a debit due to him in the baiance-sheet. (Laughter.) He 
hoped that that would be speedily wiped off. There was another reason 
why one should commend the work of the Bureau, and that was its moral 
value. It served as a reminder and emphasised the supreme importance 
of Sabbath observance. It bore testimony to the spirit of 50,000 Jews 
and Jewesses who had applied for positions with Sabbath observance.

A REBUKE TO JEWISH EMPLOYERS 


They knew how wide were the interests of Jewish firms and businessea 
in London and elsewhere, and because their interests were so 
great, and so many, and so ramified, it was obvious that oppor- 
tunities could be provided for Jewish employeea desirous of keeping 
the Sabbath. Oaoly 6,000 out of the 30,000 applicants had been 
found employment. It was unnecessary to emphasire the close 
connection between the Sabbath and the Jewish ascul, the power 
of the Sabbath for spiritual recreation, its force for spiritual 
emaucipation. But the position was becoming more and more serious, 
and gradually lessening facilities for Sabbath observance were cutting 
into the vitals of Jewish life. The laxity of Jewish religious life generally 
was very largely due to the laxity in Sabbath observance. Religion in 
the synagogue, in the home, in Jewish education—all were seriously 
affected by the Sabbath problem. The breaking up of Jewish homes, 
the divisions created between parents and children, could always be 
traced to Sabbath desecration, the fact that children were forced to 
leave home on the Sabbath day. In regard to Jewish religious education, 
i¢ was uanecessary to dwell upon the disparity of teaching Sabbath 
observance in the school and then being compelled to work on the 
Sabbath day. Israel was said to be wedded to the Sabbath, but he was 
afraid they were getting perilousiv near the divorce stage, on two 
grounds, one was desertion of the lawful wife and the other alliance 
with the strange wife—the Sunday. The Bureau, therefore, deserved 
every enconragement and support, especially from active workers in 
lf they really had the cause of the synagogue, the 
home. and Jewish life at heart—as they must bave~ the most practical 
way in which they could promote it was to help those in their employ 
to keep the Sabbath. He suggested that the Bureau should widen its 
activities and become an active agent for Sabbath observance. 

Mr. W. SCHONFELD seconded the adoption of the report. 

Mr. A. RUBENSs said that the Society had steadily grown in spite 
of the fact that it had not received support from the community. 
While hampered by financial restrictions they could not give attention to 
the wider problems touched on by the Chairman. 

The Rev. S. Gross, B.A., cmphasised the growing laxitv in Sabbath 
observance, especially in the provinces. They must get rid of humbug, 
and the communal! leaders should set an cxample. He urged that Govern- 
ment departments should be approached. 

tabbi Dr. V. SCHONIELD said that the Bureau ought to be supported 
by the synag gues. 

Rabbi Harris COHEN told the story of a minister of a West End Con- 
gtagation who was asked to help find a situation for a young lady desirous 
of keepirg the Sitbiath. He wrote back that bo had approrched every 
Sabbath-observirg member cf bis congregation and bo/h refused. 

Mr. RUBENS stated that some time ago the Post Office expressed its 
willingness to make arrapgements for Jews in its emp'oy to work on 
Sunday instead of Saturday, and other Government departments were 
also sympathetic. 

The report was adopted and the Hon. Officers were re-elected. They

A representative of the 
Jewish Chronicle sought 
from Mr. Adlers own 
lips an account of this 
latest pilgrim across the 
herring pond (supplied 
in part, one learns with 
satisfaction, with a 
return ticket). Mr. 
Adler was at pains to 
show our representative 
that his shelves are not 
absolutely denuded, that 
his library, or what is 
left of it, still retains all 
the appearance of a 
treasure - house, and, 
indeed, it is still likely 
to be an object of envy 


to bibliophiles, for Mr. 


Adler has by no means 
confined his attention 
to Hebrew. Many first 
editions, a fine collec-

MANY APPLICANTS, 


“The foundation of the library to which my collection has gone,” 
said Mr. Adler, “ was laid by my friend the late Judge Sulzberger, who 
presented his Judaica and Hebraica to the Seminary even before 
Schechter went there. The original collection of MSS. that he gave 
was comprised in the catalogue raisonnée under Or Myer, which was 
compiled for him by the famous bibliophile Deinard. I do not quite 
know how the news got abroad that! was willing, for private reasons, 
to dispose of my collection, but I was approached from more than one 
quarter including a big university and two or three seminaries. Negotia- 
tions were also set on foot to acquire the library, from Jerusalem, a 
destination which would have been very agreeable to me, but they fell 
through, and then later cable communications were instituted by New 
York which were followed by a visit by Dr. Rosenbach and the completion 
{ the sale to the New York Seminary.” 


SCOPE OF THE COLLECTION. 


What is it that New York has acquired? our representative asked, 

‘* All the Hebrew MSS. comprised in my printed catalogue 40,200 in 
number, the collection of Inquisition MSS, and printed books relating to 
the Inquisition and particularly the original Instructions given by the 
Inquisitor General l’spinosa on the establishment of the Inquisition in 
South America in 1659. It also includes a series of interesting auto. 
graphs of Philip 1V. of Spain between 1621 and 1640 as to the 
proposed expulsion of Marranos from Spain, which led eventually to 
the establishment of the great Sephardic communities in Western Europe, 
particularly in London. Jhis was a collection which was picked up in 
Madrid about twenty-five years ‘ago. The MSS. are numbered 1—103, 
and other such documents, numbered 104-623, were’ acquired by 
Archer W. Huntingdon from Hiersemann, of Leipzig, for M14,000. 
They are now in the library of the Hispanic Society of America in 
New York, within a stone’s-throw of the Theological Seminary. 
It is romantic that two such collections should come practi- 
cally together after so many years. Then there is a very large 
collection of printed Relacions of autos da fe (more than are in the Museum 
or Madrid). Of my printed Hebrew books, the Seminary merely retains 
such as it does not already possess, though it has the right of choosing 
the better copy from my collection. Duplicates will be returned to me, 
The Seminary will now have a larger collection of Hebrew incunabula 
than any other library, including the Bodleian and the British Museum 
and the number of their Hebrew MSS. will be increased to over 6,000. 


HEBREW MSS, 


“The number of Hebrew Manuscripts was underestimated by 
Dr. Joseph Jacobs in his article in the Jewish Encyclopedia in 1904. He 
stated that only 15,059 Hebrew MSS. were known, of which 6,677 were in 
England. In the Presidential address to the Jewish Historical Society 
on ‘The Hebrew Treasures of England,’ in 1914, that number was 
doubled without counting the Genizah fragments at Cambridge. The 


departure of my collection to America, of course, adversely affects 
England, and gives America a great lift up.” 


ORIGIN OF THE COLLECTION, 


How was your collection formed ? 

“That information is given in the preface to my Catalogue. The 
collection of Hebrew MSS. owes its origin to heredity, training, environ- 
ment and travel. My father, himself a link in the precious chain of 
Hebrew literature, taught his sons to venerate its achievements. In his 
house, where Zedner, Neubauer, Dukes, and Friedlander were honoured 
guests it was natural to acquire a love of books—especially Hebrew 
books. Ope or two of the MSS. I inherited, as a child, from an uncle, 
Benjamin Adler, many from my father and my brothers, Marcus and 
Hermann. Most were collected on travels, or from travellers, generally 
travelling booksellers, such as Jacob Lipschitz, Fischel Hirsch, David 


Friinkel, and Deinard. 
TRAVEL FINDS. 


“ Egypt and Palestine were visited in 1888, 1895-6, 1898,and 1901. On 
the first occasion mostly Karaite MSS. were obtained ; on the second I got 
official entry into the Genizah, took away the first sackful, and announced 
the discovery to Neubauer and Schechter. The first rated me soundly 
for not carrying the whole lot away; the second admired my 
continence, but was not foolish enough to follow my exaniple. 
The third visit produced more Genizah fragments and important 
MSS. from Palestine and a Genizah in Alexandria. On the fourth visit 
a number of Hebrew and Greek MSS. in Corfu, others in Damascus, 
Nablus, and Jerusalem, were acquired. In 1892, 1894, and 1900 visits to 
Morocco produced mostly liturgical results. Visits to Algiers in 18/15, 
1905, and 1912; to Tunis in 1894-5 and 1905; to Tripoli in 1905, brought 
additions to the collection, but nothing sensational. Those to Persia in 
1596, and to Central Asia in the following year, proved eminently 
successful, and resulted in bringing back many specimens of Hebrew 
Persian literature, of which, when Neubauer published his catalogue ten 
years before, there was only a solitary example in England. Ona 
journey to Aleppo in 1298, some good manuscripts were found, especially 
a Divan of what may be called Lay Poems of Bagdad, full of references 
to many geonim and unknown contemporaries of Maimonides. Visits 
followed to Constantinople and the Balkans in 1888 and 1915; to Spain 
and Portugal in 1892, 1894, 1900, and 1903; to South America in 1%)2-5, 
to North America several times during the present century, to Russia 
also six times, and to India and Aden in 1906. In the Spanish-speaking 
countries no Hebrew was found, but sundry matters of Jewish interest, 
especialiy in connection with the Inquisition. Curiously enough, 
important Hebrew MSS. have been obtained where least expected— 
in Russia and the United States. 


MANUSCRIPT TREASURES. 

“To discriminate between the treasures is not easy. They comprise 
documents and letters of which the earliest dated are 640 and 832; and 
there are volumes of similar dated fragments from every century there- 
after, the eleventh and twelfth being the most bulky. There isanautograph 
Response of Maimonides, some chapters of the Hebrow lI cclesiasticus, 
Gaonica, Saadyana, and historical matter of first importance. [he 
liturgical manuscripts cover no less than thirty rites. Of the literary 
curiosities connected with Anglo-Jewish history are a document relating 
to the Monastery of 5t. Mary and the Holy Angels—probably carried to 
Egypt by English Jews in pre-Expulsion times and eventually buried in the 
Genizah ; Responsa and Tosafoth cf English Rabbis; manuscripts written 
by Da Costa Athias, who founded the Hebrew Collection at the British 
Museum ; liebrew odes and elegies for English monarchs and princes; 
Responsa of English Rabbis and Chief Rabbis since the Return; and the 
diary of the Baal Shem’s valet. Of general interest are a Jossipon of 
different recension from the received text ; an autograph history of Joseph 
Cohen, the Sephardi; a Massoretic Bible similar to, and at least as old 
as, the oldest (9th century) Bible in the Museum; illuminated and 
illustrated manuscripts of every kind from prayer books, Megilloth, 
Hagadahs, and Romances, and a handbook of Freemasonry written in 
France at the end of the 18th century in the German language and in 
Hebrew characters. 

HUMOURS OF THE HUNT. 

“I have more than once described some of my experiences in 
securing books and manuscripts, and often they were not without 
their humorous side. Thus, on a visit to Bokhara I obtained a 
reputation as a wise physician with the aid of some opium pilis 
with which a scientific nephew had ‘supplied me, and I had. many 
patients. I once had a race with an emissary of the Russian 
Government who had two months start of me, but broke a rib, and 
we arrived at our destination on the came day. He adopted high- 
handed methods in the name of the Tsar, but my more diplomatic 
procedure enabled me to capture thirty-seven MSS. to my opponent's 
one. Some of the flnds were obtained in instalments. Thus at one place 
some leaves of an early and unknown ritual turned up. I asked where it 
was from and was told it was lumber. I thereupon offered more money 
for more leaves of that same book and three times as much if it was 
completed. in the result, nearly the whole of the MS. came to light in 
three or four different batches. Some of the dealers are very naive. 
Thus, at Corfu a little MS. was offered, which was described as a very 
fine antique indeed. I examined it and told the dealer it was dated 1°) 
and quite modern. Unblushingly, the dealer answered: ‘ Yea, certainly 
it is modern, but very antique’! 

THE NEW HOME. 

“For sentimental reasons,” said Mr, Adler, “I should have preferred 
the collection to have gone to Jerusalem, but next to that there is 
rothing better than the Jewish Theological Seminary in New York, 
where the collection is to continue to bear my name. It is in the 
centre of an orthodox community, the largest in the world, ‘The 
institution is associated with the names of our old friends, Dr. Schechter

“ And ye shall keep My commandments and do them, I am the 
Lord.”’—Leviticus 31, 


The Jewish religion is based on deeds rather than creeds. It is 
opposed to creeds and dogmas as the highest expressions of the religious 
life, to creeds as enforced upon the minds of men whether they will or 
no, to that dogmatic attitude which says that unless a man accept the 
creed of this or that or the other body, he must for all eternity be con- 
demned to punishment. There are those who teach that although a man 
may be true to his inner light, though he may be a worshipper of the God 
of heaven and earth, though he may daily engage in prayer, though he 
may ¢o through the world doing good as the great masters of the human 
race have done, it will avail him nothing unless he believe the cardinal 
doctrines laid down by his Church. The great creda religions do notinvite 
a man to believe that which he, by his experience, has learnt to believe, 
but that which the Church teaches he ought to believe. Personal con- 
vietion, personal experience, truths assimilated by personal invé¢ s‘iga- 
tion, are as naught. Absolute acceptance of creed is demanded of those 
who seek peace and happiness here and hereafter. We are told by some 
theologians that from the beginning of time God predestined certain men 
to believe and certain men not to believe, and yet according to those 
very theologians God holds each man responsible for what he believes. 
Rut according to Jewish teaching religion is a personal conviction, and 
that alone is moral in character which is performed without compulsion. 
\o man can be said to believe what he says he believes if there is forced 
upon him the choice between the sword and the book. 


In the last resort, Judaism, of course, rests on the beliefin one God 
and in God's commandments. And this latter belief involves the further 
belief that God has set us apart for a certain purpose. We have thus 
three fundamental articles of faith: (1) The existence cf God; (2) Keveia- 
tion: and (8) The Election of Israel or The Mission of Israel. But 
nowhere does Judaism teach that unless a man believes in this, that, or 
the other article of the Jewish faith he shall be eternally damned. It 
-ays to us, “Shemang Yisrael,” “ Hear O Israel.” As soon as one hears 
this belief in one Goa stated, he is more tban likely to give his mental 
assent toit. As there is no need to prove that the sun:shines, that ice is 
cold, or that fire is hot, so the doctrine of one God is independent of proof, 
it is assumed in the Bible as a postulate, as something self-evident. ‘To 
hear this truth enunciated is to be convinced of its correctness. The 
mind of man has never been able to reject it or to disprove it. It is 
an essential fact of the universe. What Judaism insists upon is this: 
Do God's willand live! Accept His commandments and live! Honour 
llisilaw and live!” The test of creed is conduct; life is the evidence.cf 
rcligion; a man’s morality is the proof of his spirituality. Maimonides 
formulated Thirteen Creeds, but the Synagogue as a body never accepted 
them as authoritative; they received no official recognition from any 
Jewish Council. They are in the Jewish Prayer Book among the 
supplementary devotions, but form no part of the statutory morning 
service. The substance of these creeds is to be foundin the Yigdal bymp, 
but thers is no comparison between the place of this hymn in the Jewish 
ritual and that of the Apostles’ Creed or the Athanasian Creed in the Book 
of Common Prayer. It is inconceivable that a Jew should subscribe to 
such a statement as: “This is the Catholic Faith, which except a man 
believe faithfully, he cannot be saved.” Our faith has resisted all 


attempts to be bound within the narrowing confines of an “alone-saving 
creed.” 


The Shemang is followed by this statement in the Jewish Prayer 
Book: “ True it is and firm, established and enduring, right and faithful 
» » that the God of the universe is our King, the Rock of Jacob, the 
shield of our salvation, throughout all generations he endureth and his 
nameendureth. . . . True it is that thou art indeed the Lord our 
God and the God of our fathors, our King, our fathers’ King, our 
Kedeemer, the Redeemer of our fathers, our Maker, the Rock of cur 
salvation; our Deliverer and Rescuer from everlasting, such is thy name; 
there is no God beside thee.”’ But all this simply affirins the Jew’s 
belief, without which there would be no meaning in Judaism as a 
specitic faith. That is a very different thing from compelling men to 
accept our faith under pains and penalties. As Jews we protest against 
this compelling attitude of theologians, who were not satisfied with con- 
demning those who refused to be bound by their creed to a life in eternal 
hell-fire after death, but began to inflict punishment here in this world. 
Che world said of the Jew, it is well that he should be prepared for 
endless suffering while still alive. Naturally, the Jew revolts from this 
theological attitude. To this day Judaism remains a system of life and 
living rather than a body of doctrine, or a series of confessions. WeJews 
believe im certain things, of course, but we do not compel others to believe 
them. Even if we had the power so to do, we have not the wish. The 
Bible places its emphasis not on belief but on practice, not on creed but 
8 religious deed, A man believes because he is under an inward and not 
‘2 Outward compulsion. The Jewish attitude to creeds is set forth in 
the Talmudie legend concerning Abraham, our father, who once enter- 
ai . Stranger at his hospitable board. But the stranger refused to 
es cae od, because he did not believe in such a Being. Abraham drove 
iaeaall élieving man from his tent. Whereupon he heard the Divine Voice 
tis ving him for his intolerance, and saying: “I suffered him to live for 
an vrs although he denied Me, and you could not endure him for

Critical Days in Bavaria. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK: (From our Correspondent.] BERLIN. 


The serious situation in Bavaria, reported to you last week, has 
already resulted in an armed conflict in the streets, Last Iriday the 
Young Socialist” Club was holding its regniar weekiy meeting in Miinich, 
when a troop of Hitler's men, drawn up in mi itary order, and wearing 
Hakenkreuz, were seen outside the club, wiich is situated over a 
restaurant laryely patronised by Jews. Themombersoftheclub inquired 
what the raiders desired, and were informed that they had received 
instructions to demolish the building. Some police officers who happened 
to be passing by overheard this statement, and realising the gravity of the 
situation at once summoned assistance. A group of police arrived almost 
immediately, and the anti-Semites were forced away from the 
building. They retreated across the street and began to 
lire at the police and the Socialists, who had now left their 
ciub-room and were standing in front of the premises. At the 
first volley four of the Socialists were seriously wounded. They 
have since beep conveyed to hospital. A number of the i/akenkrewz 
wearers were arrested. In all ebout 400 people took part in the fight. 
There can be no doubt that Hitler’s men had intended to start their first 
pogrom, and that they were prevented only by a series of coincidences. 
Tho Mi nehner Post refers to the affair as “the beginning of street-fighting 
in Miisich,” 

Eckart and Weger have so far not been arrested, although the order 
of arrest is now a week old. It is believed that matters are bound to 
come to @ head during this week. Hitler has openly declared that “the 
time is ripe for action.” and has informed the Government that he will 
resist with armed force any attempt to carry out the arrests or to pro- 
hibit the mecctings of the Bavarian Fascisti. The cxtraordinary power 
wielded by this man is evidenced by the fact that on the occasion cf his 
thirty-fourth birthday last week he was the recipient of thousands upon 
thousands of congratulations. All the “ patriotic fighting unions” were 
represented at a creat meeting of over eight thousand persona, in honour 
of Hitler, at which Dr. Roth, the former Minister of Justice, was also 
present. Moreover, Hitler received gifts of more than eleven million 
marks from all over Germany, and over two millions from sources abroad. 

The German correspondent of the 4./).<., of Madrid, has had a 
conversation with Hitler at the house of the German Admiral Wollen- 
thin, who is now Editor of the Mannheimer Neucate Nachrichten, 
Describing the lascisti leader, he says: “It is hardly possible to talk 
to him about anything bunt money. He needs money for equipping 
his ‘recruits’; if only he is furnished with money he will liberate 
Germany. When he can be drawn away from that all-absorbing topic, 
Hithr proves to be, although uneducated, a speaker with a popular appeal. 
Hlis policy is a queer mixture of pationalism, with a desire for a military 
dictatorship—very much akin to that of the Ruassian Soviet Repubjlic. 
He deciares war on Marxisin and capitaliism ; he abhors Parliamentary 
con!rol, but advocates democracy; he opposes the freedom of the Press. 
All he says is disconnected and confused. He suggests no remedy for the 
present critical state of affairs. For bim it is sufficient to rave in his 
stentorian voice io the opeu market-place about the ‘seriousness of the 
situation.’ ” 

lrofecsor Dr. Sigmund Salfeld, formerly Rabbi of Maycuce, recently 
celebrated his eightieth birthday a:nong his former congregauts, who held 
a celebration in his honour. Rabbi Dc. Levy delivered au address. Dr. 
Salfeld received condratulatious also from the Protestant and Catholic 
clergy, and from the Director of the School Board in Mayence. Dr. 
Salfeid officiated for ten years in Dessau, and for more than forty years 
in Mayence, where he was universally esteemed. He is the author of 
several historical and religious works, and bas recently published a book 
on “The Jewish Inheritance in Mayence.” 

Reference was made in the Jewish Chronicle of April 20th to the work 
of Mr. Dimitri Bulaschow, whose researches into the personnel of the 
Bolshevik movement have revealed the fact that Jews are only in a very 
small degree connected with the Soviet regime. It has now transpired 
that “ Dimitri Bulaschow” isthe nom de plume of Mr. Benjamin Segel, a 
Germau Jew. Me. Segel is the author of a book on Bolshevism, a new 
and enlarged edition of which is to appear shortly under the title, ‘ Soviet 
Russia and the Jews.” This book gives the figures of Jewish participa- 
tion in the Soviet Government, and proves the allegations of the anti- 
Sewites to bave been grossly exaggerated. Mr. Segel is also engaged on 
a book on “ The Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” in which the Protocols 


‘are shown by interna! evidence to be a forgery.

and Judge Sulzberger, and there are not only eminent professors at the 
Seminary, but other scholars in New York and in the United States 
generaily who will be able to make good use of the collection, and 
probably to discover among the unlisted Genizah fragments, of 
which there is quite a considerable quantity, important treasures, 
though my feelings will be mixed if they discover anything sensational 
which my friends and I have overlooked. Collectors need never despair. 
There aro still flelds in which treasures may be brought to light, notably 
Fez and Bagdad, and Egypt for papyri. _ It may yet be our good fortune 
to help in bringing them to light.” 


Mr. Adler has received a letter from Prof. Alexander Marx, Librarian 
of the Jewish Theological Seminary of New York, which states in part: 

I can well imagine the mixed feelings with which you see your library 
being transferred here, as | know how rightly prond you are of the wonderful 
collection you bave brought together. 1 hope, though, that it will be a cause 
of gratification to you that your library will remain in Jewish hands, and, 
together with ours, will comstitute the greatest Jewish library. While most 
of the Jewish collectious have finally landed in the great non-Jewish libraries, 
yours will remain Jewish and will be situated in the largest Jewish centre 
of the world, where it will give great impetus to Jewish |.arning. You know 
the tine library of which it will form part, and can be sure that it will be 
properly taken care of.

dangerously wounded in resisting the attacks of their anti-Jewish 
colleagues. Order was restored only by the stationing of police patrols 
in all rooms of the University. It is feared that some of the Jewish 


students may not recover from their injuries. A non-Jewish student who 
came to the assistance of the Jews was also seriously injured. The 
Kecter of the University and a number of Jews in the streets were sub- 
jected to insults by the rioters. The anti-Semites declare that there will 
be no remission of their attacks on the Jewish students untila numerus 
clanens is introduced. On the other hand, the University authorities 
threaten to expel the ringleaders of the riots 

The Board of the University of Cluj bas decided to exclude from the 
University ninety-seven students, of whom seventy-seven are Jews. 
This decision has aroused very bitter feelings among the Jewish students, 
who regard it as an indication of a tendency on the part of the Govern- 
ment to defer to the demands of the anti-Semites. It falls, moreover, as 
a particular hardsbip on the excluded students, since by awaiting the 
opening of the Cluj University they have lost the opportunity of enrolling 
in foreiga universities, the terms of which have already started. Dr. 
Jacobovici. the Rector of the University, has explained that the decision 
was arrived at in consequence of an order by the Minister of Public 
Instruction that all students should be expelled who could not furnish 
satisfactory proof of their Rumanian citizenship. The order was carried 
out first in the Medical Faculty, which contains the largest proportion 
of Jews. It is believed that further expulsions may follow. 

Rabbi Moses Glasner, of Klausenburg, is leaving for Palestine. 


Numerus Clausus Bill in Poland Adjourned. 
The Riot in the Sejm. 
[From our Correspondent.) WARSAW. 

The Pariiamentary Education Committee has met again to consider 
the report of the Sub-Committee on the Nuirerns Clausus BUL. The Sab- 
Committee announced that eleven University Faculties and Higher 
Institutes had approved of the Bill, and that ten were against it. Attention 
was drawn to the fact that the universities, which bad large numbers of 
Jewish students, were against the Bill. The Minister of Education said 
that he could not give his opinion on the Bill without consulting the 
Cabinet. Finally, the representative of the Peasants’ Party moved that 
the question be adjourned until his party had had an opportunity to learn 
the particulars of the question. The motion was adopted by seventeen 
votes against eleven. Tie decision is regarded as an adjourameat of the 
question sine die. The anti-Semites style the action of the Peasants’ 
party as treason, and they threaten to raise the question in the Chamber, 
so as to obtain a direct vote on the Bill. 

The President of the Chamber has met the representatives of the 
various parties, and after a long conference has announced his modified 
decision as regards the punishment of the deputies guilty cf the affray in 
the Chamber. Deputy Hartglas has been excluded for two sittings, and 
Deputy Zerba, who protected the Jewish deputies, for three sittings. 
The President also censured the condact of the anti-Semitic deputy, 
Savitzky. 

A demonstration of the Rozwoj organisation has been held at Lublin. 
Speeches of a violent anti-Jewish character were delivered, and a formal 
resolution was adopted calling on the Government to expel all Jewish 
deputies from the Sejm on the ground that they are enemies to the 
Polish State. The resolution farther demands that Prof. Simon Ashkenasy, 
the Polish delegate to the League of Nations, should be recalled, as a Jew 
cannot be a fit representative of the interests of Poland. It was also 
urged that Mr. Nahum Sokolow should be prohibited from ever entering 
Poland again. 

The Warsaw Court has sentenced the former Chief of Police of the 
capital, Mr. Shikorsky, to three months’ imprisonment for negligence of 
duties during the December reactionary and anti-Semitic riots. Mr. 
Shikorsky has appealed against the sentence. 

The Tarbuth Conference, held in Vilna, has adopted a resolution 
protesting against the action of the Joint Distribution Committee in 
refasing subsidies to the Hebrew schools. The motion drew attention to 
the fact that he Yiddish schools continued to enjoy the support of the 
Joint Distribution Committee. 


Hungarian Government and the Anti-Semites. 
> — 
Expulsions of Jews from Hungary. 
(From our Correspondent. | BUDAPEST. 

The Hungarian Minister for the Interior has instructed the police to 
prohibit all anti-Semitic gatherings and appeals. This order is believed 
to have been promulgated for the purpose of impressing public opinion 
abroad with the good intentions of the Government, in view of the 
desperate financial situation of the country and the necessity of raising 
a foreign loan. Ithas become necessary for the Premier to journey to 
foreign capitals to seek for financiers willing to assist Hungary, and for 
this purpose it was deemed advisable to endeavour to win the approbation 
ofthe Jews. In spite of the order, anti-Semitic riots have occurred at 
Neupest and at Oldenburg. 

The Hungarian authorities have begun to expel from the country 
Russian and Galician Jews. Many of the exiles have resided in Hungary 
for long periods, and have Hungarian-born children. Some of them were 
pulled out of their beds at night, and ordered to leave Hungary within a 
few hours. All petitions to grant them time to liquidate their affairs 
were of no avail. Most of the expelled Jews went to Vienna with a view 
to emigrating to South America, the Udited States, or Palestine.

ship cards of trade unions were admitted. The official language of the 
court was Yiddish.

The United Jewish Emigration Committee was established about 
two years ago at aspecial conference held in Prague, and iscomposed of 
representatives of the Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society of 
America, the Jewish World Relief Conference, and the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews, each organisation contributing to the expenses of the 
Committee's offices in London and Berlin. 

After hearing the report of Mr. 8. Goldenberg, manager of the London 
office of the Committee, Dr. D. Jochelman, Chairman of the Federation, 
denounced the “Hias,” for continually delaying the establishment of the 
Jewish Emigration Pank, and for refusing to transfer its activities '2 
Europe tothe Emigration Committee, as had been arranged. 

The resolution that the Federation withdraw from the Committee 
was adopted with one dissentient.

A Communal! Hall. 
| South Africa's Example. 


From Mr. David Dainow. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I have been interested to read at this distance the efforts that 
are being made to establish a communal ball and central Jewish meeting 
place infuondon. I was considerably impressed shortly after my arrival 
here some months ago to find, when I attended asa delegate toa Jewish 
Relief Conference in Bloemfon‘ei>), that the function was held in the 
Jewish communal hall of thatcity. There are only a handful of Jews in 
this pretty capital of the Orange lree State and yet they have demon- 
strated sufficient public spirit to contribute a sum of £5,000 for the 
establishment of a serviceable communal bal at which every conceivable 
kind of Jewish function is held. There is a system of partitioning 
which enables the building to be used for classes and also for big public 
meetings. 

On the evening of the Conference in question an address was delivered 
by Dr. I. Olawanger, a gifted Jewish orator who is at present making a 
sojourn in South Africa. There must have been 1,000 people in the hall 
who came in from the surrounding neighbourhoods to hear an address on 
Zionism. The Conference itself met amid comfortable surroundings, and 
it was a pleasure for the delegates to realise that this distinctly Jewish 
function was being held in a large building, built and owned by the 
local Jewish community. 

The Jewish commuuity of Johannesburg is shortly erecting, what wil! 
undoubtedly be, one of the finest buildings of its kind in South Africa, 
It will be known as “The Jewish Guild Club,” and will be the central 
communal hall and meeting place for the Jewish community. 

When I was in Canada some years ago, 1 found a very fine building 
existing in Montreal—the Montefiore Club—at which important Jewish 
functions and conferences are held from time to time. In other places 
in Canada and America such institutions will be found. It is a strange 
anomaly that in a city like London where there is a large Jewish popula- 
tion, a communal hal! of this kind has not yet been established. There 
Can be no doubt that the erection of a really magnificent building would 
have been an appropriate memoriai for the Jews who had fallen in the 
war. Such a project would have created enthusiasm, and | feel sure that 
large sums would have been raised for that purpose. 

I sincerely trust that the promoters in London will bo considerably 
influenced by the fine example I have quoted of Bloemfontein Jowry, 
many members of which have informed me that thoy cannot imagine 
how they could have existed without this hal! ia the past. It has also 
helped to advance the Jewish spirit in the locality to a great extent. 
The Bloemfontein Jew speaks of bis communal hall with great pride. I 
nt te py London Jew will be able to talk of his ball with equal pride very 

ortly.

Numerus Clausus Bill in Poland Adjourned. 
The Riot in the Sejm. 
[From our Correspondent.] WARSAW. 

The Pariiamentary Education Committee has met again to consider 
the report of the Sab-Committee on the Nvinerus Clausus Bil. The Sub- 
Committee announced that eleven University Faculties and Higher 
Institutes had approved of the Bill, and that ten were against it. Attention 
was drawn to the fact that the universities, which had large numbers of 
Jewish students, were against the Bill. The Minister of Education said 
that he could not give his opinion on the Bill without consulting the 
Cabinet. Finally, the representative of the Peasants’ Party moved that 
the question be adjourned until his party had had an opportunity to learn 
the particulars of the question. The motion was adopted by seventeen 
votes against eleven. ‘Tie decision is regarded as an adjournment of the 
question sine die. The anti-Semites style the action of the Peasants’ 
party as treason, and they threaten toraise the question in the Chamber, 
so as to obtain a direct vote on the Bill. 

The President of the Chamber has met the representatives of the 
various parties, and after a long conference has announced his modified 
decision as regards the punishment of the deputies guilty cf the affray in 
the Chamber. Deputy Hartglas has been excluded for two sittings, and 
Deputy Zerba, who protected the Jewish deputies, for three sittings. 
The President also censured the condact of the anti-Semitic deputy,

A demonstration of the Rozwoj organisation has been held at Lublin.

A Communal! Hall. 


é South Africa's Example. 


From Mr. David Dainow. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


&ir,—I have been interested to read at this distance the efforts that 
are being made to establish a communal! ball and central Jewish meeting 
place in London. I was considerably impressed shortly after my arrival 
here some months ago to find, when I attended asa delegate toa Jewish 
Relief.Conference in Bloemfon‘el), that the function was held in the 
Jewish communal hall of thatcity. There are only a handful of Jews in 
this pretty capital of the Orange Free State and yet they have demon- 
Strated sufficient public spirit to contribute a sum of £5,000 for the 
establishment of a serviceable communal! hal at which every conceivable 
kind of Jewish function is held. There is a system of partitioning 
which enables the building to be used for classes and also for big public 
meetings. 

On the evening of the Conference in question an address was delivered 
by Dr. I. Olswanger, a gifted Jewish orator who is at present making a 
sojourn in South Africa. There must have been 1,000 people in the hall 
Who came in from the surrounding neighbourhoods to hear an address on 
Zionism. The Conference itself met amid comfortable surroundings, and 
it was a pleasure for the delegates to realise that this distinctly Jewish 
function was being held in a large building, built and owned by the 
local Jewish community. 

The Jewish community of Johannesburg is shortly erecting, what will 
undoubtedly be, one of the finest buildings of its kind in South Africa. 
It will be known as “The Jewish Guild Club,” and will be the central 
communal hall and meeting place for the Jewish community. 

When I was in Canada somo years ago, I found a very fine building 
existing in Montreal—the Montefiore Club—at which important Jewish 
fanctions and conferences are held from time to time. In other places 
in Canada and America such institutions will be found. It is a strange 
anomaly that in a city like London where there is a large Jewish popula- 
tion, a communal hall of this kind has not yet been established. There 
Can be no doubt that the erection of a really magnificent building would 
have been an appropriate memoriai for the Jews who had fallen in the 
War. Such a project would have created enthusiasm, and | feel sure that 
large sums would have been raised for that purpose. 

I sincerely trust that the promoters in London will bo considerably 
influenced by the fine example I have quoted of Bloemfontein Jowry, 
many members of which have informed me that they cannot imagine 
how they could have existed without this hal! ia the past. It has also 
helped to advance the Jewish spirit in the locality to a great extent. 
The Bloemfontein Jew apeaks of bis communal hall with great pride. I 
ri han London Jew will be able to talk of his hall with equal pride very

A Rejoinder. 
The Illusion of Words. 


From Mr. S. Gilbert, B.A. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I am much obliged for the complimentary personal references 
in your comments on my article in the Jewish Chronicle of April 20th. But 
you are mistaken in supposing that I had lost my “ natural calm.” Justa 
trific impatient—only that and nothing more! 

I want to examine your reply to my observations. I challenged the 
hostility of the Jewish Chronicle and the Jewish World to the proposed 
scheme of Jewish books, and pointed out that those two papers were them- 
' gelves nothing but weekly puélications “About the Jews.” Your answer 
is thatthere is a difference. The Jewish (hronicle and the Jewish World 
are issued for and to Jews, whereas the suggested booklets are intended 
to “assail actual or potential haters of our own people, with a record of 
our supremeiy valuable and amiable characteristics.” 

I have seldom seen more confusion and error crowded into a single 
sentence. Letus see. In the first place, I say that it is not a fact that 
the Jewish Chronicle and the Jewish World are, as implied, issued only 
“for and to Jews.” As you, Sir, very well know, the Jewish Chronicle 
has its non-Jewish readers in all walks of life—some of them the highest. 
It is on sale to non-Jews everywhere (I make you a present of this 
gratuitous advertisement), and in your very issue in which my article 
appeared you published a long and entertaining letter from a non-Jew. 

But I will go further, and say that a large proportion of the contents 
of these journals are “issued” direct to the Gentile world. When the 
Jewish Chronicle “ hits back,” week after week, is it aiming at Jewish 
heads? That would be quite a painful misdirection of energy ! 

Is Miss Lind-aft-Hageby a Jewess? 

One of the happiest memories of my association with the Jewish 
Chronicle is the strenuous fight we fought against the aliens’ legislation. 
We pursued the wagers of a reckless campaign of misrepresentation and 
statistical perversion, and gave them no peace. We refuted thé attacks 
on the alien Jew’'s character, and must have written him Heaven knows 
how many “ testimonials "—just as did the Jewish witnesses beforé the 
Aliens Commission. Were all those attacks intended for the Jewish 
readers of the (‘hronicle? Certainly not. They would have been point- 
less. No; the Jewish Chronicle is, and always has been, written with 
one eye on the Gentile and the other on the Jewish reader—and the pro- 
posed booklets would similarly be available for both sections. 

On the other hand, it is utterly wrong to assume that the booklets are 
to be “a record of our supremely valuable and amiable characteristics.” 
They are to be just a simple, unvarnished statement of the Jewish faith, 
Jewish economic conditions, and so forth. Why do you and other critics 
always assume that a gross breach of good taste is in prospect? The 
Jewish Chronicle has for years devoted its space to identifying the Jewish 
origin of men and women who dothings. It should be the last to com- 
— if others should sift the facts and systematise them in scientific 
orm. 

Let me re-assure the sensitive souls among us. Everything will be 
done with the utmost dignity and the severe banishment of vanity. 

Take Joseph Jacobs’ “Jewish Contributions to Civilisation ”--which 
the Jewish Chronicle liked so much. That would be the style, only a 
little more popular. Why worry? 

Bless my soul, to listen to the sneerers and jeerers, one would sup- 
pose that this was the first time anybody proposed to explain or interpret 
the Jew to the Gentile and to himself. What about Israel Cohen’s work 
on “Jewish Life in Modern Times”? Did not the Rev. A. A. Green 
constitute himself a regular missioner to the Gentile with his lectures on 
Jews in the Chapels ? 

Was the Rey. Ephraim Levine’s admirable little book on Judaism 
issued only “for and to Jews”? 

Devastating thought! What about the Day of Atonement sermon 
by the Chief Rabbi, which the Central Synagogue sent out broadcast, for 
purposes of enlightenment? Can the elders of this synagogue have really 
selected Dr. Hertz as the instrument of a campaign of self-adulation ? 
It’s absurd—and highly improper! Perish the thought! 

As a matter of simple trath, so far from the present movement being 
some hare-brained product of rash inexperience,” it; could’ find all the 
material it required merely by re-publishing or curtailing the whole 
library of books and pamphiets already published with the blessing 
of the Jewish Chronicle? 

{ must pursue this pointa bit further—on the question of taste. What 
are the Shechita Boards's pamphlets on Shechita but a handsome testt- 
monial to Jewish humanity? But that is not preventing the Board 
from sending them wherever they are likely to prove useful! That is 
where the absurdity of the opposition’s case comes in. Every defence 
against personal attack could easily be twisted into self-praise. If you 
say & man is a rogue and he denies it, that is tantamount to a proclama- 
tion on his part of his own honesty. But he cannot help it. 

Suppose the Press Committee abjures the book scheme and limits 
itself to answering Press articles and correspondence by letters. And let 
us further assume that somebody charges the Jewish people with arson 
for gain. When the Press Committee refutes’ that by a letter, will it be 
sending out a testimonial to Jewish honesty ? 

During the war the British, and no doubt other Governments, 
embarked on widespread propaganda in the national interests. If that 
is a Jewish movement on similar lines, 

-praise but self- 
war, efence. Like Britain in 1914 Jewry is at 
nd now for your final point. You ask whether the idea’ 
of the booklet scheme is to convert men like Hilaire Rapa 
Chesterton. Well, itis the Jewish World and the Jewish Chronicle who 
are constantly arguing with these gentry over an inordinate quantity of 
Space, and apparently trying to convert them, and so, in attempting the 
same feat, as indeed in the whole aim and spirit of the movement, we 
should be in the direct line of prophetic succession. 

But, after all, I have before me, as I write, the famous booklet, “ The 
Jewish Peril,” and the reply by Mr. Lucien Wolf, called “The Jewish 
Bogey,” much resembling “The Jewish Peril” in appearance, and con- 
taining such gems of self-praise as “the great bulk of the Jews of 


Russia . . . holdin horror every symptom of Atheism,” and “their 
innate moderation—what Disraeli rightly diagnosed as their ineradicabie 
attachment to Religion and Property (fancy one Jew quotivg anotber 
Jew’s praise of Jews!)—has prevailed.” Now whom was Mr. Lucien 
Wolf’s “Jewish Bogey” intended to convert? The suggested booklets 
could bo posted to exactly the same address! 

In point of fact, however, I would not waste our ammunition on the 
irreclaimable anti-Semite. It should be used soto enlighten the masses 
in advance that the libels of Jew-haters would be robbed of effect. Any 
effort of that kind would, I should have thought, have been greeted with 
enthusiasm, but we are an unaccountable people ! 

As for your comparison of me with Jehu ben Nimshi, that gentloman 
is notable in history not only for a weakness for exceeding speed limits, 
but for the very thorough-going manner in which he handled Jezebel and 
ordered the heads of seventy of Ahab’s sons to be delivered to him, in 
baskets, at Jezreel. Like Jehu, Iam alli for extirpating the false prophets, 
but I am not looking for the heads of seventy communal leaders. They 
can keep them !

Sin,—Zangwill is said to bave once remarked about “G.B.S.” that 
the way he believes in himself is very refreshing in these atheistic days, 
when so many men believe in no Godatall. Similarly, one might say 
that it is refreshing to see how some Jews believe in the influence and 
power of their own words iu an age so unsophisticated, when men have 
ceased to believe in even the inspired Word. 


To think that anti-Semitism can be combatted by words is one of tho 
greatest illusions and delusions imaginable. Nor are those who think so 
at all original; the method has been tried at all periods in Jewish 
history and in almost every country. It has failed, lamentably failed. 
Yet the illusion remains, 

In the ages of magic, according to Bertrand Russell, nen worshipped 
words. But evento those “glorious” days words were not an effective 
weapon against anti-Semitism. Pcobably because the Jewish word was 
not redarded as sufficiently magical! It is true, as some philosopher has 
pointed out, t»at everything perishes, bat the Word remains for ever— 


remaius, one fears, unheeded. 


Anglo-Jowry for so many years snug and comfortable, self-indulgent, 


intellectually indolent, with a conviction that all was for the best in its 
best of all possible worlds, was suddenly and rudely disturbed by anti- 
Semitism.

It finds such a state most disconcerting. Something must be 
The onrush of anti-Semitism must be checked. But how? 


Surely it is quite a simple matter. All that is necessary is to 


form a Press Committee to publish booklets and pamphlets informing the 


world all about the Jews. These publications will enlighten tho cutside 
world that we are not such bad fellows as is suggested in some quarters ; 


that as a matter of fact-—-reail facts and figures given in support of 


our contention—we are quite good follows and compare well with anyone 
if they only knew the truth about us. 

For don’t you know, it is the truth and nothing but the truth that the 
world wants to know. An agonised world in search of knowledge and 
enlightenment, eager to pursue truth and righteousness, anxious to do 
the right aud just thing, if only it cium have the truth about us. Is it 
right on our part to withhold from them such knowledge? Is it fair toat 
we should leave them in ignorance about ourselves and then blame them 
for misrepresenting us, misguiding us, distrusting us, and misleading 
public opinion about us? 

No, assuredly not. The thirst for knowledge about the Jews must be 
quenched. Instruction must be given to a world eager for instruction 
through the vehicle of publications. All about the Jews must be told, 
told loudly and as convincingly as a soap and patent medicine 
advertisement. Proclaim from the housetops that Jews have no 
pigtails, so that a certain individual, who, according to one of the 
Deputies, was under such impression, might know. Spread it broadcast 
that not all Jews possess fur coats, so that a non-Jewish lady acquaintance 
ot mine who firmly belieVed that the wearing of that ariicie was 
an essential of Jewishness might henceforth know the truth. Tell them 
that the number of Jews in this couaotry is not a tenth as many as it is 
generally supposed to be; therefore they ought not to fear what Pharaob 
of old feared, the inevitable implic tion beiag that if the number were 
greater there might be some justification inthe fear .. . 

So we are back to the view of our myopic ancestors of the 
Mendelssohnian period followed by the Haskalah movement in Russia. 
The source of all anti-Jewish feeling being ignorance about the Jews, we 
must open tle flood-gates of light and truth. And as all the world prays, 
as did Goethe on his deathbed, for “light, more light,” all will 
be well with us, as soon as the piercing suubeams of the Press 
Committee’s publications penetrate the veil of mystery {which at 
presont hangs over us, obscuring the world’s view. But our ancestors bad 
at least the comfort of really believing that their efforts would be crowned 
with success. German Jews have created a whole Jewish apologetic 
literature, have disclosed all the beauties of Judaism, and emphasised 
Jewish glories of allages. Has that stemmed the tide of anti-Semitism in 
Germany? Has the minute knowledge about Jews ininnumerable works 
prevented the Gormans from turning anti-Semitism into a science? But 
those were illusionary days, and the Jews in Germany, Russia, and else- 
where laboured patiently and devotedly with a view to making others see 
the Jew as he sees himself. They naively believed that those who malign 
the Jew belonged to the category of the Tamor the She’eino Yodea Lishol, 
aud you only had to tell them the facts. But can it seriously be said that 
anyone giving a thought to the subjoct can still harbour these antiquated 
illusions? Of course there is an irresistible desire to do somothing to 
check the stream of anti-Jewish feeling, but on account of intellectual 
indolence, a lack of moral faith, recourse is had to the old and futile 
methods. 

In the light of experience one might have thought that new ways 
and means would bo sought to resist the anti-Semitic malady, new methods 
to weather the storm. But the superstition of the word clings. It does 
not appear to strike people that even the most widely known and perhaps 
most widely read book—the Bible—which is the soul of the Jewish people, 
the highest expression of the national genius, has not vrevemted the

spreading of that most revolting libel, that Jows require human blood for 
ritual purposes. Yet there are Jews who delude themselves, or pretend 
to do so, into believing that their words might be more effective. 

The magic of words has gope. Words have only a significance in 
these days if they are supported by deeds. Facts all about the Jews will 
not advance matters. If anything, they will do us harm, because all 
ean’t be told about Jews; we don’t know all ourselves, nor is all worth 
telling ; yet the very omissions will be caught up by those who lie in wait 
for any error, for an omission as for a commission. 

Rat the indignity of it all! Has it come to this that at this time of 
the day in our history we should come forward into the market place, and 
strip ourselves bare for inspection and examination? Behold ye people, 
nere 1 am: I, Israel, stand before you, so that you can judge for your- 
celves whether I am really as black as I am said to be! 

What glory unto Israel! What recompense for so ancient and martyred 
a people! 

No, a thousand times no! We have passed that stage. We may not 
+» able to combat anti-Semitism, but at least let us maintain our national 
dignity. No self-respecting nation (any more than a self-respecting 
odividual) exposes itself to such indignities. A nation reveals itself to 
iteelf in a number of ways, but it is only ducing the madness of war that 
it stoops to the common and vulgar methods of “ displaying ” itself, telling 
the world all about itself, 

if Anglo-Jewry is anxious to impress the world, the only way is to do 
things, to produce, to create, or, if it cannot do so itself, to assist those 
who can and are willing. One Chulutz in Palestine is worth dozens of 
pamphlets explaining to the outer world the truth about the Jows. Even the 

/ pn ag Post admits in its columns the observations by a writer that no-one

Baked Cheese Souffle. 


Two egds and one extra white. 
Milk, 1 
taltand pepper to taste. 


Butter, 1 oz. 
Flour, 4 oz. 
Grated cheese, 3 o2. 
MELT the butter in a saucepan; stir in the flour smoothly, add the 
milk, and stir this over a gentle heat until it thickens. Take the pan of 
the fire, and mix in all but two teaspoonfuls of the cheese. When the 
mixture has slightly cooled, stir in the yolks of the eggs one at a time. 
Next, season the mixture and fold in lightly the whites of the eggs, which 
must have been previously very stiffly whipped. Half fill the sou M™é 
cases with the mixture, and bake in a quick oven for twenty minutes, 
Sprinkle the remaining cheese on top and serve immediately. 


Creamy Cheese Souffle. 
Volks of three edge, Rutter, 2 oz 
hites of two egus. Cream, 1 tahblespoonful 
cheese, 3 o7, Falt, pepper, nutmeg. 
SPAT up the yolks of the eggs; add the seasoning and oiled butter. 
Put into a saucepan over a gentle heat, and stir continually until the 
mixture thickens, but do not let it boil. Remove from the fire and stir 
in the grated cheese. Whisk the egg whites very stiff, then stir lightly 
into the mixture; add a tablespoonful of whippéd cream, and pour at 
once into a buttered sonfflé mould. Cook in a moderate oven for twenty 
minutes, and before serving sprinkle the top with grated cheese. 


Kentish Cheese. 


Butter 
Saltand pepper. 


Sich the onions thinly into a fireproof dish, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, and cover with slices of cheese. Pat the butter in smal! knobs 
on top, ond bake in a moderate oven for about three-quarters of an honr.

lerny tea One egg 
\Meite butter, 1 dessertspoonfal. 
Milk, teacuptal Salt and peprer. 


SOAK the bread crombs in the milk. Separate the yolk and white of 
the egg and beat up each separately. Add first the yolk, then the white 
to the soaked crumbs, then the butter and seasoning, and lastly the 
cheese. Butter a shallow fireproof dish; pour in the mixture, sprinkle 
with crumbs, and bake in a moderate oven until brown on top. 


Potatees and Cheese. 


Cold cooked potatoes. 
Milk, , of a pint 


Two ergs 
Seasoning 


BEAT up the eggs; add the milk, and season with salt and pepper. 
Butter a fireproof dish, and put in a layer of sliced cooked potatoes; 
sprinkle with grated cheese and salt and pepper, then add two table- 
spoonfuls of the egg.and milk. Continue in this way until the dish is 
full. Sprinkle the top with grated cheese, and bake in a moderate oven 
from twenty to thirty minutes.

JEW CHARGED WITH BIGAMY.

The Shechita Board and Funded Monies. 
Claim of the Charities. 


From Mr. Albert M. Cohn, B.A. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
~in,—Your Editorial note on the subject of the Funds of the Shcchita 
Loard in the issue of your paper on the ?’th April Jast bas called attention 
to what is a matter cf great importance and interest, not only to the 
communal charities, but to the community as a whole. 


The Board of Shechita has accumulated fands which I am given to 
nderstand are in excess of £20,000. This very large sum is not being 
distributed to the United Synagogue, the Spanish and Portuguese Con- 
“rcgation, and Federation of Synagogues, for the simple reason that they 
‘o not require the money, and I further understand that a suggestion has 
been tuade that these profits should be allocated to the Pension Fund, 
which, quite obviously, is not in need of it. or, at any rate, only a small 
portion would meet every necessity of the case. 

These very large fun !s at the disposal cf the Board have been taken 
‘rom the community for a specific purpose, and by every moral right, 
48 clearly too much money has been col'ected, the surplus should be 
returned. In what better way could this be done (as, in fact, it is done, 
‘n every other country) than by a distribution to the various Jewish 
“harities which, in common with all others, are sorely in need of support ? 

lam informed, and have no reason to doubt, that many members of 
the Board are greatly in favour of a scheme of charitable distribution being 
adopted, and to this course I cannot conceive that any rightly thinking 
man would be opposed. 

Those who wish, however, to carry such pious wish into effect are 
— by a aon possumus attitude based on either or both of the following 
‘tatements: 


|. The Constitution of the Board does not allow such a course. 
-. If the funds were distributed by way of charity, Income Tax 
Would become payable on the grant. 

In regard to objection number one, that a charitable distribution is 
Preciuded by the Constitution, it is quite clear that by Rule 38 of the 
Laws, an alteration can be made if" carried by a majority of at least 
three-fourths of the members present at a meeting convened, etc.” Surely 
‘uch revision should be carried without a dissentient voice. 

The second objection that Income Tax would be payable on the 
ulus, is one that I fail to understand. I should have thought that 
ee tax, if payable, would be paid, and the fact that the surplus was 
— devoted to charity would not have affected the matter; but even 
; re the excuse valid—and it can only be an excuse, it is hardly to be 
ee an objection—-it would merely mean that the charitable distribu- 

on would be diminished by the amount payable to the Government. 
the Thero is no doubt about the feeling in the commuuity at large as to 
wad te pony of this letter, and it is devoutly to be hoped that the Board will 
the “rin & graceful act to the Jewish Charities, rather than be compelled 
reto, as it flnally must, by the force of public opinion.

ADHERENCE TO THE “ WHITE PAPER.” 


According to a Jewish Correspondence Bureau cable from Palestine, 
the new Chief Secretary to the Palestine Government attended a con- 
ference with the Palestine Zionist Executive on April 24th. The whole 
of the political and economic situation in the country came under dis- 
cmsion. The Chief Secretary declared that he stood on the basis of the 
poticy laid down in the White Paper of June, 1922. He found himself in 
a vathor difficult position, however, ason the one hand he had to take into 
ecrount the establishment of a Jewish national home in Palestine, and 
en the other he had to consider the aspirations of the Arab people. 


Professor Einstein's Impressions.

[From our Correspondent.) BERLIN, 

Professor Einstein has published an article in the Hebrew Zionist 
organ, Haolam, on his impressions on Palestine. He paid a tribute to 
the Jewish colonisation work, to the development of Tel-Aviv, and to the 
Jewish Labour Co-operative Unions. He attached more importance to 
the anti-malaria campaign than to the Arab opposition. He found that 
the Jewish colonists possessed the right spirit, and he was very enthu- 
Sinstic about the revival of Hebrew and the future of the Jerusalem 
Uaiversity. Inthe opinion of Professor Einstein, Palestine will not solve 
the Jewish question, but it will revive the soul of the Jowish people.

Activities of the Jewish National Fund. 


THE MOSHAV OVDIM. 


The Emek Settlements include examples of both the old and new 
forms of organisation, the Kevuzah and the Moshav Ovdim. Perhaps the 
best illustration of the latter is Nahalal. It is excellently situated near 
Nazareth, in the very heart of the great plain, looking up to Mount 
Carmel and down the Valley to where lie the other Emek colonies. At 
Nahala!, an idea long debated in the workers’ Press has at last been 
realised. The scheme still has its critics, who insist that the Kevuszah is 
the typical Jewish form of co-operative colonisation ; but we are now in 
& position to judge both systems, which are working side by side, and to 
draw conclusions from our practical experience of them. 

The Kevuzah, as is well known, isa group or workers who hold the 
assets of their farm in common. A piece of land is leased to it by the 
Jewish Nationa! Fund, and is cultivated by the members jointly. They elect 
® committee of management, the minimum necessities are provided on 
a standard scale to all, the work is carried out co-operatively (all meals 
are taken together); at the close of the year the balance of profit or loss 
on the working of the farm falls upon each membor in equal shares. One 
can appreciate the advantage of the Kevuzah without dogmatically asserting 

shat it represents the final development of co-operative organisation. For 
the Moshav Ovdim is in practice a later creation, though it was projected 
many years ago by Mr. J. Ettinger in his book “Methods of Colonisation.” 

The impetus that has brought the Moshav Ovdim into being came 
from those who, after working many years in Kevuzoth, found that the 
group system did not give their creative energy full scope. Attracted to 
agricultural life by the idea of settling Jews upon the land, they wished 
to become small farmers rather than members of a workmen's group. 


This aspiration found its chief expression in the proposal to form settle. 
ments of families, instead of single persons, each family to work its own 
separate tract of ground. Together, man and wife would see the 
fruit of their sowing: would rear their children on their own plece 
of land and implant in them the love of nature and devotion to 
the soil, which is the characteristic of a healthy peasantry. The 
Moshav Ovdim scheme, therefore, aims at giving the individual 
the fullest possible opportunity for practical expression of his own 
personality in life together with the benefits of co-operation, in so far ag 
these two ideals can be united. The result may be seen at Nahalal, 
where the achievements of the members go aloug way towards justifying 
the claims made for the system. Here eighty families have been settied 
on Jewish National Fund land, each on a plot of 100 dunams of land 
(about twenty-five acres). The land is leased to them for a period of 
forty-nine years, and the lease rent includes a proportion of the cost of 
the preliminary improvement work which the National Fund carries out. 
But even improved land is not sufficient to provide a livelihood. Farm 
stock, implements, buildings, are required and to enable them to attain 
these the Keren Hayesod grants loans to the settlers. The loans which 
are arranged through the Colonisation Department of the Zionist Executive, 
are used only for purchasing live and “dead” stock; no subsidies are 
granted. The produce from each family’s farm is, of course its own 
property, but the surplus fruits of all the members are sold by the settle 
ment's committee for the same utilitarian reasons. 

A portion of each man’s plot must be given up to communal needs, a 
school, hospital, roads, playing ground, and so forth. A sito will be given 
at Nahalal by the National Fund for the Experimental Station of the 
Zionist Organisation, and another plot for an Agricultural School for Girls. 
The living quarters are in the form of concentric circles, from which the 
oblong cultivated areas radiate. Inthe precise centre will be the Schoo! 
on slightly higher ground. Surrounding it will be a circle of workshops 
of the various craftsmen needed in the village, each of whom will receive 
five dunams of land, thus allowing him ample room for a vegetable 
garden to supplement his trade earnings. These workshops will be circum. 
scribed by plots of ornamental trees, each garden fronting one of the 
dwelling houses which will thus form another circle, each house being an 
equal distance from the centre of the settlement. Arterial roads will 
bisect this circle from North to South, and from East to West. Outside 
the cottage is the stable, the outer wall of which is part of the great 
encircling and protecting wall, which eucloses the entire living section. 
Immediately behind each house stretches the cultivatable area in a long 
rectangular shape. The plan gives the Woshav a unique appearance, 


- distinguishing it both from a colony and a Kevucah.

GOOD AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS. 


The value of imports during Jannary was £1153.562. a decrease of 
£E15,984 under January 1922; and of exports £111,016, a. parallel 
increase of £E16,4122. Compared with Dscember there was a decrease of 
£E27,845 in the value of imports and an increase of £1192 in the value of 
exports. 

According to the Commercial Bulletin issued by the Government, tlie 
excellent prospects indicated earlier for winter crops in the Northern 
sector are confirmed, the situation in the South has been retrieved by the 
timely arrival of rain during the first fortnight of the month. \ery good 
crops are anticipated over a large proportion of the country. if damage 
from pests can be limited. 

As from the list inst., considerable reductions in the goods rates on 
the Palestine Railways have come into force. The new rates are a 
reduction of approximately thirty per cent. on the previous rates, and are 
being instituted with a view to encouraging trade,

The Jewish consciousness is the spiritual force that keeps the Jew 
alive a8 a member of bis own people. It is unique among the spiritual 
forces of the world, for no nation bas so remarkable a past or has so 
variegated a present. No other nation has been divorced from its 
land for nineteen centuries and continued to preserve its national 
identity; but Israel has survived amid ali the corroding forces of 
seaseless dispersion. The power that bas animated the Jew in this 
victorious struggle against the elements of destruction, embracing in 
varying degree and proportion his family instinct, his religious zeal, 
his pride of race, his national solidarity, is that which we understand 
as the Jewish consciousness. It may still be potent in the soul of the 
man who is out of sympathy with the synagogue; it may even be 
teebie in him for whom rv.igion is only a combination of stereotyped 
prayers and meaningless customs. But it is vital in him who realises 

the rock that bore” him and clings unto it. 


The Jewish consciousness is keenest in him whose niind Ns filled 
with the knowledge of his people's past. Those to who oly Senig 
tions oniting the last days of Judea’s indepenGence with our own times 
ere as an uncharted sea cannot feel the reality and significance of their 
lewish being. Those who know nought of the wanderings and Vicisxl- 
tudes oftheir ancestors, of their piety in persecution, of their racial pride 

onder hamiliation, of their intellectual fires that illumined the Ghetto, of 
their achievements in suffering, of their triumph over intolerance, and 
of their indomitable belief in the day of their national regeneration—they 
‘annot have anything bat a dim and fecble notion of the meaning of Jew 
and the message of Judaism. 

The Jewish consciousness is best cultivated in a Jewish environment 

ina Jewish home, with an intelligent father and a devoted mother. 
The impressions of childhood may not always ba the most precious, for 
parents vary, bot they are certainly the most lasting; and so the links In 
the great chain of tradition, which binds the modern Jew to his fore- 
fathers who witnessed and wept at the fall of the Temple, are forged 
st strongly when the mind is tender and malleable. [F<$ paternal 
mple, even when most exemplary, is not enoughif the young Jew is 
to withstand all the unknown temptations of the modern world. His 
mind must be steeled and strengthened by a study of his people’s history. 
n the adolescent craving for intellectaal freedom, he may perhaps be 
repelled by the synagogue if the rites of worship seem to him to

In the Nowe Pulestome of March 9th it was reported that Dr. Weizmnann, 
speaking ata special session of the Administrative Committee of the 
Zionist Organisation of America, referred to the Memorandum which he 
bas submitted to the British Government before be left England, and 
said that he “ was able to inform the Administrative Committee that this 
report had been adopted by the Government.” The New Palestine has 
now published a correction to the effect that what Dr. Weizmann said 
was that he hoped the Government would adopt the recommendations

Dr. Weizmann’s Activities. 


AMERICAN KEREN HAYESOD NEW HEADQUARTERS. 


With Chicago as first stop on his way from New York, where he left 
the campaign for the Aeren Iayesod in full swing in the hands of Judge 
Bernard A. Rosenblatt as Chairman, Dr. Chaim Weizmann is making @ 
whirlwind circuit of the principal cities of the Middle West and receiving 
entbustastic ovations from the Jewish communities of that region. 

In Chicago more than five thousand people came to greet him in the 
Auditoriam Hall, and on the following day the Zionist leader was the 
guest of honour ata banquet. On both occasions considerable sums were 
raised for the Keren Hayesod. On April 220d and 23rd Dr. Weizmann was 
the guest of the Jews of the Twin Cities, which agreed to raise a quote 
of 109,000 dols. 

Next Monday Dr. Weizmann will open the campaign in Philade!phia, 
where the outlook is reported to be exceptionally promising. He will 
remain in Philadelphia until next Thursday, when a public meeting will 
be held at the Metropolitan Opera House. On Sunday Dr. Weizmana 
will be in Hertford, where a cheque for 59,000 dols. has been promised 
him. 

Among those who will participate in the campaign in Cincinnati, which 
Dr. Weizmann will visit on the 31st inst., are a number of well-known 
men who have hitherto been identified with the Brandeis-Mack group. 
The Committee includes Professor David Newmark and Rabbi James 
Heller, among others. 

The figures of the New York campaign, which is still in full sawing, 
reveal the fact that last year's totals for the entire period have already 
been exceeded 

The American headquarters of the Palestine Foundation Fund have 
been moved to 114, Fifte Avenue, New York. The Zionist Organisation 
of America, the Jewish National Fund, the American Zion Commonwealth, 
the Hadassah, the Kern Hayesod Women's League, and Young Judas 
will also be housed in the same building. 


Professor Otto Warburg in America. 
THE JERUSALEM UNIVERSITY, 


Professor Otto Warburg, former President of the World Zionist 
Organisation, and now Director of the Agricultural Research Institute of 
Palestine, has arrived ic America, The object of his visit is to interest 
rich and influential Jews in the establishment of the Hebrew University. 
No public campaign is to be conducted, but Professor Warburg intends to 
approach possible supporters through private channels. 

“So far as the Hebrew University is concerned,” says Professor 
Warburg, “a number of faculties and departments have already started 
or are on the point of being started, among them the Agricultural, 
Microbiological, and Chemical Institutes, which constitute the beginnings 
of the Facuity of Sciences; a Department of Jewish Science which may 
be regarded as the first department of the Faculty of Arts, and the 
Medical Faculty, the foundations for which were iaid by the American 
Jewish Physicians’ Committee. Among the Faculties which remain to 
be inaugurated are those of Law and Social Science, and I hope to find 
assistance in this country for inaugurating these branches. Connected 
with the Agricultural Research Institute, the headquarters of which are 
in Tel-Aviv, are a number of agricultural experiment stations located in 
various parts of the country which bave already acheived valuable 
results towards promoting agriculture in Palestine and applying to it the 
most modern methods.”

A meeting of all New York shareholders of the Jewish Colonial 
Trust, Ltd., of London, has been called by Mr. John Simons, on the 
initiative of Dr. Weizmann, President of the Council of the Bank.

Lord Balfour on Patriotisms. 
UNCONFLICTING AND CONSISTENT. 


In the course of an article on relations between England and America, . 


contributed to this week's Sunday Times, Lord Balfour wrote: 


if I consider the case I know best (namely, my own) I find that, within e 
general regard for mankind, which I hope is not absent nor weak, lam moved by 
a feeling, especially patriotic in ite character. for the group of nations who are 
the authors and the guardians of western civilisation, for the sab-group which 
speaks the English language, aud whose laws and institutions are rooted in 
British history, for the communities which compoge the British Empire, forthe 
United Kingdom of whi.h Lam a citizen, and for Scotland, where I was born, 


where I live, aud where my fathers lived before me. Where patriotiems such 


as these are not forced into confiict, they are not only consistent with each other, 
but they may mutually reinforce each other; and statesmanship can have ne 
greater object than to make conflict between them impossible. 


British | Policy in. Palestine. 


ADDRESS BY MR. E. P. HEWITT, K.C., LL.D. 


An address on “British Policy in Palestine” was delivered by Mr. 
E. P. Hewitt, K.C., LL.D., on Tuesday, to the 1912 Club, au organisation 
for the training of Conservative speakers. Capt. Gerald Coningbam 
presided. 

Mr. HEWITT said that they had to make up their minds promptly 
whether Britain was going to adhere to her word or was going to 
break faith. This was a subject on which there was an immense 
deal of misconception, and therefore it was all the more important 
that it should be discussed and misconceptions removed. it was 
necessary in the first place to remove all prejadice. And it really 
was most remarkable what intense prejudice had subsisted for 
such an immense period—and still subsisted—agaiost the Jews. So 
far as it was based on religion, what could be more absurd than to 
suggest that because a section of the mob of one town in Palestine 1900 
years ago called out for the death of Christ, therefore not only the 
descendants who might have long ceased to exist, but all Jews through- 
out the world, without any limit of time, were to be looked down upos 
and persecuted. Christiaus must remember that Christ himself was 
Jew, that all the Aposties and all the great prophets of old were 
Jews, and the whole of the Bible from cover to cover was written by mea 
of Jewish blood. There was a subject which had led to a good deal of 
prejudice of late against the Jews—more than previously existed— 
in such a fair-minded nation as the Eaglish. The Eugtish were the 
most fair-minded people on the face of the earth. They only wanted to 
learn; if they knew the true facts they generally decided rightly. He 
himself had been very anti-Jewish before he looked into the matter and 
learned something for himself. It had been suggested that Bolshevism 
was a Jewish movement. There was not the slightest foundation for 
that. It was purely a German movement. The Germans alone gained 
from it. They wanted to knock out Rassia and transfer their troops to 
the West. They wanted to have complete disorganisation in Russia, 
s0 that they might build up the mew Rnssia and exploit its 
natura! resources for their own benefit. The objects of the Bolshevists 
were the very antithesis of the ideals and objects of the Jews. 
They denied the importance of race; they despised religion. 
The Jews as a body were religious; the Jews as a body had been 
extraordinarily retentive of racial feeling. The Bolshevists denied 
altogether the importance of family life. Nothing could be more 
antagonistic to the attitude of the Jews, who had admittedly always been 
good family men. The Jews had had the good sense to recognise the 
value of private property. The Bolshevists proceeded on the footing thet 
private property was altogether a villainous institution. The Jews bed 
suffered enormously under the Bolshevists, having been butchered 
by the hundreds and thousands, yet the Germans, desirous of 
Casting odium on a race they had always disliked and despised, 
suggested that it was really the Jows who were at ¢he hottom of 
this movement. He quoted other evidence showing how the Jows 
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nftered under the Soviet regime. Proceeding to deal with 
— Balfour Declaration, he said that the policy was designed to 
atone im some measure for the gross injustice towards the Jews in the 
ast. Few people knew what awful tyranny the Jews had been subjected 
a throughout the ages. He described the Ghetto system and the badge. 
ehrough all their perrecution the Jews had retained a love for their 
ancient Fatherland, for that little piece of territory where they first 
became &@ nation and acquired fame. They had maintained their identity 
ae a race, and Disraeli himself was very successful in reviving a spirit 
race-consciousness among the people to whom he was proud 
to admit that he belonged, though in faith he was a Christian. 
He described the circumstances in which the Balfour Declaration 
was iesned and its influence in securing the support of the United States 
in the war, and then proceeded to deal with the stock objections to 
pritain remaining in Palestine, which he effectively answered. On the 
faith of the Balfour Declaration the Zionists had expended millions of 
money in Palestine and many of those who had trusted Britain's word 
«would be ruined ifshe withdrew. They were in the happy position of 


having their interest acd duty in this matter in accord. It was to - 


‘ritain'’s interest to remain in Palestine, and it was her daty because she 
had given her word thatshe would. It wasa question of national honour, 
and he was quite sure that when the people of this country realised that, 
the fctitious agitation that had been got up would be repudiated. 

A discussion followed, in the course of which very general agreement 
was expressed with Mr. Hewitt's views.

NEW BUILDING ACQUIRED. 


The congregation has acquired a new building at 37a, Bow Lane. 
The premises, formerly a church school, will be converted into 4 
synagogue, with classrooms and hall for social functions. A moeting of 
members was held Jast Sunday in the new premises. Mr. J. Prac, J.P., 

resided. 
. Mr. V. ScuvuTz, President of the Synagogue, in introducing the Chair- 
man, said that it was throngh the endeavours of Mr. Prag that the 
congregation had progressed with its scheme for a new synagogue. 

Mr. PRraG said that the interest the members had displayed for 
the continuance of that congregation would be manifested in the support 
they would give it in their new abode. He was present as Chairman of 
the Associate Synagogue Committee of the United Synagogue, which 
was established by the father of Sir Robert Waley Cohen for the purpose 
of helping those communities deserving of support who were on the outer 
fringe of London and were, in some cases, likely to die out altogether as 
Jewish communities. The Poplar Congregation was nearer to Jewish 
influence than were some of the other Associate Synagogues, but was, 
nevertheless entitled to that consideration and counsel from the 
United Synagogue, that did not presame to dictate to those congregations 
forming part of their communion. Poplar would have, when that syna- 
gogue was completed, a Beth Hakneseth that would certainly be worthy 
of any Jewish community. The new premises were suitable, in every 
way, for carrying on the traditions of Judaism in that district. 
There would be seating accommodation for about 180 to 200 on the 
ground floor, as well as a ladies’ gallery, excellent class-rooms, where 
the children could be taught everything connected with Judaism, in healthy 
surroundings, and a hall for social fanctions. The Jewish people were 
happy in their celebrations, and were only too glad to keep the young 
men and women within the fold by holding dances and social functions. 
He earnestly hoped that the congregation would go from strength to 
strength. 

Mr. §. DAVIS, the synagogue’s representative onthe Associate Syna- 
gogue Committee, appealed to the members to show their enthusiasm and 
make some sacrifice in order to enable the congregation successfully to 
carry out its scheme.

The Chief Rabbi's Visit. 


Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Laski entertained the Chief Rabbi, Lord Roth. 
schild, and the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress to dinner on Monday of 
last week. 

In the afternoon, the Chief Rabbi proceeded to the Talmudical College, 
where he was welcomed by Rabbil. J. Yoffey and the Executive and 
Commitee of the Institution. The CHIEF RABBI said that he hoped ons 
future visit to be able to examine the students. 

Oa the following day the Chief Rabbi visited the Home for Incurables, 
and expressed bis pleasure at the arrangements made for the comfort of 
the patients. He then paid a visit to the Jews’ Schools and was greeted 
by a large number of the girls, who sang Hebrew and Eaglish sougs. Dr. 
HeERTz addressed the pupils and said that he hoped to visit Manchester 
again in the near future and examine their work. 

From there the Chief Rabbi proceeded to the Jewish Hospital and 
was taken through the wards and inspected the pew kitchens. He 
expressed his admiration with the arrangements. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI said that the Management very much appreciated 
the visit of Dr. Hertz. They had ideas of making an extension s0 as to 
provide more accommodation for the nursing staff. The kitchen, that had 
been provided through the generosity of the Qaas-Cohen family, was con. 
sidered one of the finest of its kind. 

Mr. R. BARROW-SICREE joined in the welcome to the Chief Rabbi, 
and said that as Treasurer he felt quite happy at the financial position of 
of the Hospital. They had now obtained the services of Mr. Laski as 
Chairman. The income was now about £6,000 per annum and the 
expenditure £9,000. 

The CHIEF RABBI sald that some years ago he had visited the Hospital 
and made no comment in the visitor’s book. This time he had been glad 
to write the word “ wonderful.” He congratulated the institution on its 
acquisition of Mr. Laski as Chairman. 

Mr. Claff, an old member of the Committee, promised £100 towards 
the extension scheme. Dr. Clark proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Laski. 

In the evening, at the Houldsworth Hall, the CHIlgEF RABBI delivered 
& lecture on “The Bible as a Book.” The large audience included a 
number of Christian clergymen. 

Professor 8S. PEAKE, M.A., presided. 

The CHIEF RABBI received an ovation both on rising to speak and at 
the termination of his address. . 

Sir W. BARTON, in moving a vote of thanks to Dr. Hertz, said that 
he expected to see an aged man with long flowing hair and long beard, 
but instead he saw a tall, fine strong man with the hands of a delicate 
woman and with the brain of knowledge and profound learning. He saw 
at once a dramatist, a poet, and a politician, and he congratulated the 
Jewish community on having so great an ecclesiastical scholar as their 
Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. WALTER BUTTERWORTH, in seconding the motion, said that 
Manchester was distinguished for many things, and one of them was to 
have a remarkable section of people in the Jewish race. They hed 
listened to a subject of greatest interest and treated in a remarkable 
manner, but he was more interested in the man than in the subject. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that although he had spoken for an hour and 
twenty minutes, that was really only the first of a series of lectures on 
the Bible. If the people were anxious to hear more, he hoped in the near 
future again to address a Manchester audience. He moved a vote of 
thanks to Professor Peake, which was seconded by Rabbi Dr. Salomon, 
and acknowledged by the Chairman. 

A farewell luoch was given to Dr. Hertz on Wednesday by the Kecep- 
tion Committee in the Board Room of the Great Synagogue. 

Mr. JEROME JACOBS, who presided, proposed “The Health of the 
Chief Rabbi.” Other speakers were the Rev. J. Rabbinowitz, B.A., 
Councillors 5. Finburgh, J.P., and D. Gouldman, and Mesars. B. Balaban, 
I, Cansino, L. Davis, A. Finestone, T. B. Herwald, UL. Kietz, and Nathan 
Laski, J.P. All spokein eulogistic terms of the arduous and important 
work accomplished by the Chief Rabbi during his stay, of the excellent 
impression he had made on Manchester Jewry, and of the good results 
that they felt must accrne from the visit. The desire for closer co-opera- 
tion between the Chief Rabbi and the provinces was emphasised, and Dr. 
Hertz was assured that in carrying out his important dutics Manchester 
Jewry stood solidly behind him. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that he felt greatly touched with the genuine 
sincerity and friendship evinced towards him. The provinces were very 
mighty, but had been somewhat silent the last ten years and had left the 
work to the great communal leaders in London. He thonght that Maa. 
chester as an important community should not have allowed seven years 
to have elapsed since his last pastoral visit. He went back a stronger 
man, strengthened by the knowledge that he had behind him the good- 
will of a large community. . 

Mr. 8. ASCHKENASY proposed the toast of “The Reception Com- 
mittee,” which was seconded by Mr. H. A. NaTHAN. 

After the service at the South Broughton Synagogue on the Sabbath, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. Woolf entertained the Chief Rabbi to tea.

The Proposed Jewish School. 


From the Rev. W. Esterson. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir, The question of public school influence upon Jewish boys, which 
has been brought prominently before the notice of the community during 
the past few weeks, is evidently an old one. I find in a copy of the 
Jewish Chronicle, dated January 4th, 1878, a reference to the very subject 
in one of the Notes of the \\eek of that issne. 


It refers to a letter from the Rev. Philip Magaus (now Sir Phillp 
Magnus) in which, whilst emphasising the usefulness of such a school 
as at Harrow, he deplores the fact that side by side with the educa- 
tional advantage at such a school there is the danger of Jewish 
boys being entirely estranged from their ancestral faith, owing to the 
absence of Jewish atmosphere, at a period in their lives when the heart 
is most susceptible to religious impressions. Sir Philip urged the 
formation of an Association for the purpose of establishing and 
administering a Jewish public school, which m'ght compare favourably 
with such a school as at Harrow, and at the same time possess the merit 
of being a Jewish school with Jewis): home life and environment, and 
recognised by the State asa school for higher education. 

The scheme was strongly advocated by yo ir organ in those days, but 
evidently withont success. 

The nearest approach was the fcundation, a few months later, of a 
“high-class scholastic boarding establishment for the education of the 
sons of gentlemen” by the late Rey. John Chapman, which was patronised 
by many of the leading members of the community. 

Had this been a communal and not an individual enterprise, it might 
have remained an everlasting monument to the community. 

As this subject is now engaging the attention of the Central Com- 
mittee of the War Memorial, itis to ba hoped that, having the means, 
they will fill the void by bringing Into existence a Jewish Public School 
ou the lines advocated by Sir Philip Magnus nearly half-a-century ago, 
and so eloquently and forcibly recommended by the Rev. A. A. Green 
at the recent discussion on the sul ect, as reported in your issue of last 
week.

This experience he would have to obtain at a Jater stage in life.

RECOGNITION IN PRESENT PREMISES EXTENDED. 


At the fortnightly meeting of the Education Committee of the London 
County Council, held on Wednesday, the Acc mmodation and Attendance 
Sub-Committee presented the following report: 


The Education Committee on 16th April, i919, considered on sopliceticn 
from the managers of the Bayswater Jewish temporary non-providec school, 
asking that the period of recognition of the schoo! as & public elementary school 
might be extended, and decided to inform the Board of Education that the 
Council was of opinion that any extension of the recognition of the school 
should be limited to three years -i.¢., to June, 1993, The Board agreed with the 
Council's view, and extended the recognition of the school to June, 1923 | 

The mauagers have pow approached the Council with a view to the Council 
submitting to the Board of Education an application for a furiher period of 
recognition. The managers remind the‘ ouncil that, when the war broke out 
the managers were taking steps to provide a new schoo! on @ sulta'ie site, aud 
that, but for the financial conditions obtaining since the war, and in particular 
the large demands made on the charitable activities ofthe Jewish community, 
they would probably have been in a position to raise the money required for the 
erection ofa new school, The managers state that they quite realise the defects 
of the existing premises, and that they have every hope that, when financial 
couditions are more normal, they will be able to meet the requirements of tha 
Board of Education. They point out that the school is the only denominational 
school serving the Jewish population In @ wide area, : 

After careful consideration of all the circumstances, we decided to ask the 
Roard of Education whether they were prepared to extend their recognition of 
the school in its existing premises for a further period of two years, ie., until 
June, 1925, and the Board have informed us that they are prepared to recognis@ 
the school in its existing premises the date It will bo necessary to

mformnat the Bayswater Jewish Temporary non-provided school he recognised 
by the Council unti! 30th June, 1925; and that the Counci! be recommended 
accordingly.

The *“‘Round Table" Resolutions. 


Following is the text of the resolutions drawn up at the round table 
conferences convened by Sir Stuart Samuel, Bart. : 

1. The Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent Home and al! property 
relating thereto shall be vested in a body of Trustees nominated by contribating 
societies and confirmed ata duly convened conference of the Association by 
delegates of contributing societies there present, in the following manner: 
Socteties having 1,000 or more contributing members shall nominate one Trustee 
for each complete 1,000 contributing members, and societies baving less than 
1,000 contributing members may combine for this purpose and nominate one 
Trustee for each complete 1,00) contributing members. Sir Stuart M. Samuel, 
Bart., shall be a permanent Trustee of the Home. . 

For the purpose of this clause, the number of members of societies with less 
than 1,000 shall be taken to total 4,000 members, thus entitling them to four 
Trustees. 

2. The administrative control of the Home shall be in the hands of delegates 
of Contributing Societies in the Association, acting through a Home Committee 
as hereinafter laid down and subject to the final decision of delegates of Con- 
tributing Societies voting at a Conference of the Association in the manner 
hereinafter laid down. 

3. The Home Committee shall be constituted as follows: (a) Societies 
which have 1,000 or more contributing members shall be represented by one 
delegate for every complete 1,000 contributing members. These delegates 
shall be nominated annually by the Societies themselves from among their 
delegates and confirmed at a duly convened conference of the Association. 
b) ieties with less than 1,000 contributing members may combine to elect six 

elegates to eerve on the Committee. (c) The President and Chairman of the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies shall be er-oficio members of this 
Committee. The Association shall also, at its Annual Conference, elect three 
from among its delegates of socicties contributing to the Home to serve as 
additional members of the Home Committee. 

4. In the event of a majority of the delegates at any conference declining to 
accept or negativing any recommendation or act of the Home Committee, @ 
farther vote shall be taken in the following manner, viz.: Each delegate to 
represent the respective number of contributing members of his society divided 
by the number of delegates his society sends to the Association. Societies 
having less than 1,000 members shal! be regarded as representing twice the 
number of their respective contributing members. 

All references to contributing societies mean societies contributing to the 
Convalescent Home. No delegate of non-contributing societies in the Associa- 
tion shal! be permitted to vute on any matter affecting the Convalescent Home.

I fear that there 
is a great deal of anobbery in our community, and some people are 
prepared to sacrifice all their Jewish obligations in order to stand well 
—as they fondly imagine—in the eyes of society. 


JEWISH OBLIGATIONS, 


Of course, there are many opportunities which we have of inter- 
course with our Christian neighbours where no conflict arises and we 
are not torn between two forces pulling us in opposite directions. But 
there are other occasions where we have to choose between loyalty to 
‘Judaism and such social intercourse. I personally think we gain 

from our Christian friends if we frankly and modestly avow 
such loyalty as a reason for declining invitations. “I am sorry, old 
chap, I can't come to you on Saturday as I don’t ride on my Sabbath 
and there is no means of coming over in any other way.” Or“I 
should like to spend a week-end with you, but I follow the Jewish 
dietary laws and I could not therefore partake of food in your house. 
Tam sure you will understand.” Such replies can only enhance the 

in which we are held, and I know that if I were a Christian 
and had a Jewish friend I would seek other ways of entertaining her 
which would not conflict with her religious scruples. There is 
another consideration. Some people are ready to help in any non- 
Jewish social or philanthropic undertaking but have no time for 
Jewish causeg. I think that is quite wrong. In comparison with the 
genera! body of citizens we are small in numbers, and we need all the 
help we can muster from our own ranks. We cannotlook outside. It 
is the balance of our leisure which should be reserved for general 
affairs. I have no space to deal with all the aspects of this question, 
but I may return to it later. Meanwhile, I should be glad to hear the 
views of my readers.

TOLERANCE AND INTOLERANCE, 


The debate this week is continued by Myer Weisfogel, of Dalaton, 
who, like other contributors, is perturbed at the notion that Jews 
should be charged with intolerance. He writes: “Although I am 


~ gather a late-comer to your debate, I must say that I entirely agree 


with Miss Rachel Sipkin. I cannot for the moment imagine that a 
nation (if we may be called so) that has suffered such countless 
horrors, such pitiless tortures, as we have done for three thousand 
years, should still be considered intolerant by some (and, what is 
more, by some of our own people); or, to use Miss Levenstein's own 
words, “ Intolerance is the salient characteristic of the Jewish race.” 
I am firmly convinced that we Jews as a whole are less intolerant 
than non-Jews, and it must necessarily follow that we are tolerant. 
Ié is hardly necessary for me to expound the tolerance the Jews of 
the Bible exercised individually. Of course, we find such references 
in the Torah as: “ Because there were no graves in Egypt hast Thou 
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THE COVENANT, 


There is a continuity of life and 
faith in Judaism to which no other 
religion can lay claim. The Bible, 
the Book of Religion, is, after all, a 
Jewish production,and Judaism ... 
is a reflex of it as it existed in old- 
time Babylonia The same emotions 
and problems which agitated the 
Jewis and psalmists 
vibrate through the hearts of all 
men of every clime and colour, but 
they touch the Jewish soul with the 
special force and charm which is 
the result of a direct and conscious 
inheritance of past. Here 
the long-promised and now partially 
fulfilled past engenders the future, 
and becomes its pledge: ‘‘ This is 
My covenant with them, saith the 
Lord: My spirit that is upon thee, 
and My words which I have put in 
thy mouth, shall not depart out of 
thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of 
thy seed, nor out of the mouth of 
thy seed's seed, saith the Lord, from 
henceforth and for ever.—PavUL
